A PEOPLE no more than an individual can live worthily with 
soul undeveloped, cramped and repressed.

It will rest itself upon 
its soul, upon its spirit—upon its Jewish spirit. So that the 
inauguration of a University for the maintenance and propagation 
of Jewish culture was bound to be one of the first cares of our 
people redeemed, as it was hound to appeal to Jews everywhere. 
The inauguration on Wednesday of the University in Jerusalem 
was thus a demonstration of the place which the new Jewry hopes 
to fill. “ Not by might nor-by power but by My spirit!” That is 
the doctrine to which the Jew, despite all, has clung through-

In the course of the brilliant address which Lord BALFOUR — 


Mount Seopus besieged and overcame Jervsalom, and our national 
being in the future t6 which Jewish Nationalists look forward, is, in 
the realm of science and art, of all that goes by the name of culture, 
just this: that despoiled and dispersed as we were, though Jews have 


~ largely contributed to the sum total of the world’s knowledge, it 


was only individually, only personally. That, in so many cases, they 
have done so brilliantly, that at this very moment their contribu- 
tion to philosophy is so remarkable, is a fine tribute to the tradi- 
tional love of enlture in the Jew and to the power and force of 
that tradition. But withal, the contribution of individual Jews, 
on the ope hand, has necessarily been something less— or jnore— 
but certainly not exelusively Jewish. It has been obviously tingerl 
with the cultnres of other peoples. The re-establishment of our 
people in Palestine and the rearing there of a great University 
will, provide the world once again with Jewish enlture. And 
seeing What that did for Humanity at the very dawn of modern 
crvilisation, the work in this realm which lies before our people, 
the service in this direction which it can perform for Mankind, ig 
surely Inealculable. 

The University, as the poet BIALIK took eare to remind 
the great assembly at Jerusalem on Wednesday, is still but im 
nuclens. Yet even the acclamation of the idea of a Hebrew 
University, and its acceptance by virtually every seat of learning 
throughout the world, form a great and gratifying event which 
Jews will take eare to bring to fullfruition. It must have kindled 
joy in the heart of that Jewish philosopher, the phtlosopher of 
Judaism, ~ ACHAD HA‘’AM.” He appears to have taken no part in 
ithe ceremony ; and, so far as we are able to see, his name was not 
mentioned. Yet it was his prophetie voice that, crying ont 
when Jewish Nationalists were treading the wilderness, scarcely 
daring to think that they would ever see even the fringe of the 
Promised Land, urged the Jewish people to fix as one of the 
pillars of iis new national being a temple of culture, a home of 
learning. It was his faithful disciple, Dr. WEIZMANN, to whose 
energy Wednesday's inauguration is due. 
was right, for no people can rely upon merely its body 
and still hope fer salvation. No people can ignore its - soul 
and its spirit without building as if on the shifting sand. 
(‘ulture and learning are essential to the Jewish national being. 
With them disregarded or neglected, a national being could 
never be Jewish. And the same has to be said of Jewish 
relivious thonght. Upon that also and iis development, and with 
it the true development of the Jewish faith, must the Jewish 
national future largely rely, if that future is to fulfil the ideals 
and the ideas which the Jew has cherished with his very life 
and his very being. 

Yet the body of a nation mustalso be borne in _ recollec- 
jion. The material encasement of man’s soul and spirit is 
as sacred in Judaism, the tending of it, the care of it, its 
nourishment, its robustness and good health, are just ag 
much a holy duty, as the. cultivation of the soul. And 
so with the building up of our nation—may it be speedily and 
in our days! Our national rights, the rights whereby we 
shall be able to guard our cultare and our religions develep- 
ment, equally as by them alone, is it possible to secure 
our economic atiainments—they must be ever before our eyes. 
For them we must strive, and only as we gain them can we 
be triumphant in our onward march towards real Jewish 
emancipation. The great event on Wednesday last will mark the 
7th of Nisan as a day of days for ever in the Jewish calendar. 
For it has made it more imperative than ever that Jews shall 
nob tire in the great work of building up their people as a nation in 
Palestine ; and that in pursuance of it they shall recognise. as 
a eonstant bounden obligation our people’s claim to invest that 
National being with national rights, which alone can make its 
foundations sectfre ar protect it in what we fondly hope and 
helieve will be its glorious development.

IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


Fraudulent Trading. . 


By Mentor. 


HERE are two men in the community of whom I always thiak 

as exemplars of bravery. “One is Major J. Brunel-Cohen, M_P., 

and the other is Mr. Arthur Stiebel, the President of the 

Board of Guardians.- Both of them were terribly mauled in 

service in the war, but I do not account to them bravery on that score. 
Obviously, being wounded in the ghastly contest could be no safe index of 
any such virtue. Why I always think of these men in the way I have 
mentioned is because, notwithstanding the physical infirmity from which 
they suffer, they have both, with a courage that is remarkable, thrown 
themselves into public work with zest and with zeal and with astounding sel f- 
forgetfulness. It is this which has doubtless gained for Major Brunel-Cohen 
deep admiration among his fellow-members of all parties, such as I am told 
has seldom been equalled. and never exceeded, even in the generous 
House of Commons. A like appreciation is universally aceorded in the 
Jewish Community to Mr, Arthur Stiebel.- Other men make the excuse 
of even paltry ailments for abstaining from working for the community. He, 
despite his constant physical drawback, sacrifices much of his time, nearly 
all his leisure and a good deal of his thonght, to the creat 
effort of which he is the head.

It ts some words Mr. Stiebel spoke in the coursé of his annual address to 
ihe Board of Guardians the other day that have led me to make these 
observations. They seem to me not inapt, because the words to which I 
allude manifest the undoubted courage of the man. He called attention 
to a subject which has been dealt with more than once in the columns of 
this paper, and he did so without anything in the remotest like compromis- 
ing eqnivocation. There has been of late an undoubied wave of fraudulent 
trading due, I doubt not, to the extraordinary economi¢ conditions that 
have prevailed in consequence of the war. The “ boom,” as it was called, 
which brought to some traders riches beyond the dreams of avarice, was 
followed by a “slump” which came as a rude reminder to many foolish 
persons who had imagined that the extraordinary and quite unhealthy 
inflation of industry was gomg to be permanent, and who forgot that 
irade, like the sea; ebbs and flows with ‘the tide of the world’s commerce. 
I doubt not, either, that many of those who have been found to have resorted 
to fraudulent trading—and I use the term as an omnibus one, inclading 
unfair and unjust dealing of all kinds—were, as it is styled, caught in the 

“slump” which they thought would be temporary, if not evanescent, and 
which they were anxious to bridge over someway, anyway, in the hope 
that a little while would sce them floating merrily again on the deep 
sea of unnatural prosperity. 

° 

Be this all as it may, however, there can be inile doubt that the 
fraudulent trading which has come to public-light is unenviably 
prominent among Jews. Mr. Stiebel emphasised the fact that the promin- 
ence was provided by alien Jews, but for my part I cannot see that 
the differentiation has any bearing upon the question. I know the argument 
on the other side. It is said that Jews from Russia and from Poland, for 
instance, living here have not learnt English ways, or absorbed English 
ideals, but have pursued alien ways_of trade and foreign methods of doing 
business. But they are Jews, and their: Judaism ‘and I am not now 
ibinking of merely their religious beliefs) ought to have taught and led 
them better. That it did not is the common responsinhty of Jews in 
general ; and I, for ome, refuse to shake off the clear obligation of Jew to 
Sew by accounting for the lapse of some of our people by pleading they are 
“ foreigners.” In addition, I doubt whether the cases of fraudulent tradiug 

to which Mr. Stiebel alluded are really those of foreiyn Jews to the 


a can he evidently imagines. 1 have noticed in a number of such that 


the persons guilty were Jews who, even ‘if they were not born in this 
country, came here as young children, were educated here, and had time 
and to spare to assimilate English ways. So that the whole difference 
can hardly be between ways that are Enghsh and ways that are foreign. 

There is no need for me t add a syllable io the righteous denunciation 
of Ahese fraudulent practices uttered by Mr. Stic bel. . He is in a peculiarly 
favourable position for being able to estimate them, and to know something 
of their dire effect upon the Jewish Community.. Mr. Stiebel is one of 
the Registrars in the Bankruptcy Court, and altheongh- his particular 
department does not deal with personal failures, but is the depart- 
ment for the winding up of Limited Companies, still hei ig in close contact 
with other officials who have direct knowledge of this fraudulent 
trading which usually finds its climax in a bhankruptey, designed to 
cheat creditors so that the bankrupt may profit from it- But I would ask 
whether it is not equally to the point to enquire what is the best and 
surest way whereby these defiances of the law and its purposes may be 
stopped, as to denounce the misdeeds andthe misdoers. To strengthen 
the law, to make the punishment so severe as to be out of 
all proportion to the possible gain likely: to” acerue_ to the delin- 
quent, is one way. If a man knows that by © doing” his: creditors he can 


net a handsome sum of some thousands of pounds, it is possible that he | 


may be willing to ren the risk of a short term: of imprisonment in order to 
obtain the money. It would bes different thing alogether if a long an 


arduous imprisonment were the stake and if he were liable, in addition t» 
imprisonment, to a fine which would transfer to the State bis ill-gotten 
gains. Iam not, however, so concerned with that as to ask whether the 
temptation to indulge in this fraudulent trading cannot be removed from 
Jews by the exercise of Jewish public opinion.

To me there appears no doubt that in some quarters in our com- 
munity public opinion in respect to this fraudulent trading is by na 
means healthy. This may seem a somewhat harsh judgment. But aw 
I not saying what is of common experience ? Let a man find himself ig 
the Bankruptcy Court. It is no exaggeration, or figment of the imagins- 
tion, to say that his friends in discussing the matter would ask : “ Wel, 
how has he come out of it?” If they are told that the man has given up 
everything to his creditors ; that he has concealed nothing from them 
and hidden nothing ; that he has divested himself of all his assets so that 
his creditors’ losses shall be minimised, then we know what the verdict 
will be. A shrug of the shoulders and a sneerat the hapless man fer 
being a Schlemiel/ But let it be the other way, and let his frien/!s 
be assured by whisperings and significant winkings that he has managed 
to settle so mach on his wife and so much on his children, that he has 
contrived to place 2 goodly sum out of the reach of his creditors, am I 
training facts when I say that in circles we know very well, the infor- 
mation will be received with approving nods and perhaps the 
verdict thatthe bankrupt always did have his head screwed on right ! 

> > 

Now, so long as this is the attitude of the Jewish publie, or 
any considerable section of it, one of the chief restraints to wrong 
doing in the community is removed, and I should: like to illustrate the 
attitude to which I allude by a couple of concrete examples. It is 
only a few’ months ago that a man prominent in a certain section of 
London Jewry was found guilty of a particularly mean fraud and sentenced 
to imprisonment. The untoward happening left him a wealthy.man and, 
largely because of that, I suppose, it was not long after his standing 
in the dock to listen to the none too severe punishinent that 
was awarded to him for heinous cheating, that a testimonial was 
presented to him by a congregation which prides itself on its being 
rigidly Jewish! That is one instance. Here is another. I was 
recently a guest at an evening party when a fellow-guest was present who 
also had served a term of imprisonmené for fraudulent trading. He was 
there in all the panoply of glittering white shirt-front bedizened with 
arrestirig studs. When I asked my host whether he was aware that the 
man had quite recently been a guest of King George the Fifth but not at 
ene of the royal palaces, he shook his head and said: “ Ah! that’s over 
and done with. I don’t suppose hell do it again.” When I gently 
suggested that it was unmoral thus to show a man who had so lapsed that 
his offence left no stigma, my host told me that I was narrow- 
minded, if not unkind and unforgiving. Well, I repeat that so long 
as this standard prevails among Jews regarding those who trade 
fraudulently, it is obvious that the morally weak will the easier succum) 
to temptation. And thus it occurs to me that we might all do well to be a 
great deal more careful than we are in this direction. We ought not to give 
places of honour, however “ generously ” paid for, to those whose mode of 
earning their livelihood we know to have been reprehensible. It follows that 
it ought to be unthinkable to treat aman whom a jury has declared to have 
committed some grave trading fraud, as if he had committed no offence 
and to show, in fact, that we think he has virteally committed none, so long 
as he has lined his pockets in the process. This is the suggestion l 
venture to throw ont in reference to Mr. Stiebel’s very pertinent observa- 
tions. .These trading frauds and long-firm swindles to which he alluded 
do not spring up, as it were, out of themselves. They are the natural br 
sure outcome of a wrong view of trading that is much too generally regarded 
by the majority of Jews as ve nial, when in the initial and indeed in several 
succeeding stages but which, in fact, is by any worthy standard of ethics or 
morality condemnable. If the public opinion of the Community did not 
ignore these things in the bud, we should net have to deplore them, as did 
Mr. Stiebel, in their poison-laden blossom.

REMARKABLE ENTHUSIASM.

The principal guests were accommodated im 
a tribune constructed in front of the amphitheatre. ~ Long before the 
fanction was due to begin (at three o'clock), every inch of space in the 
Imilding, which commands an uninterrupted view of the Jordan Valley 
and the Dead Sea, waa occupied, and the police had considerable difficulty 
in restraining the vast crowds who vainly songht admixsion. With thas 
exception, however, the proceedings were conducted im .a most orderly 
Many of those present, being unable to afford railway fares, had 
walked long distances in order to attend the ceremony.

The procession of the Academic and other representatives to the arena 
The music of PVA NSN PSO was 
played while the Earl of Balfour and Dr. Weizmann, in Academic, robes, 
f llowed by. Viscount Allenby, Sir Herbert Samuel, the Zionist leaders, mem 
bers of the Diplomatic Corps, representatives of Universities, and the Chief 
Rabbis of many countries proceeded to the platform. Dr. Weizmann presided, 
and on either side of him sat Lord Balfour and Sir Herbert Samuel, on whose 
right was Lord Allenby, who had been specially invited as the liberator of 
Jerusalem. With them were the Chief Rabbi of the British Empire, the 
Chief Rabbi of France, Chief Rabbi Kook, and Chief Rabbi Jacob Meir. 

The proceedings opened with a prayer by Chief Rabbi Kook, after 
which Dr. Weizmann declared the University open. Sir Herbert Samuel, 
who was enthusiastically received, conveyed the congratulations of the 
British Government, and concluded by uttering the blessing: Shehechiyanu. 
Boundless enthusiasm yreeted the rising of the Earl of Balfour, 
rnade a dignified and commanding figure and appeared deeply moved 
at the reception accorded him. So prolenged was the cheering, that it 
was some time before he could speak. Lord Balfour, who speke. in 
Haghsh and without notes, expressed regret that he was unable to address 
the assembly in Hebrew. He paid a striking tribute to the work of three 
great scientists—Bergson, Freud, and Ejinstein—all of whom were Jews, 
and friends of his. The conclusion of Lord Balfour's address was the signal 
for another prolonged outburst of applause. 

There followed an address by the poet, Chaim Nachman Bialik, 
who spoke in Hebrew. He said that they ought not to exaggerate. 
ho far the University was only a mould which had yet to be filled. 
Nevertheless, that day was a great Holy Day to God, and to their people. 
The cyes of millions of Jews in the Diaspora were fired with gratification. 
‘That day, Israel had lighted on Mount Scopus the first candle for the 
renewal of his spiritual life. That day had been laid the foundation of 
the sublime Jerusalem. The Jews had been enslaved for thousands of 
years, but there, in the spiritual kingdom, Jewry was a free and strong 
citizen. 

The Chief Rabbi of the British Empire then pronounced the 
Benediction. Wearing his Tulith, the Chief Rabbi, speaking in a clear and 
distinct Hebrew diction, invoked the blessing of God for the sucress of 
that institute of learning, religion, and wisdom in the eternal city of the 
eternal people. 

The choir then sang the Hallelujah, and the proceediugs ended with the 
singing by all present of Z/atikrah. The ceremony was an inspiring and 
memorable one, and was conducted with the utmost decorum. Only a few 
Arabs were present at the function. |

Tea thousand 
qversons-were present. Four hundred seats were reserved in the garden of 
thé University for the representatives of Governments, the European and 
American Universities, and other distinguished visitors. The represen- 
tatives of the Universities, clad in their academic robes, filed to their seats 
in an imposing procession. The choir sang the National Anthem and 
chanted Psalm 19, “The heavens declare the glory of God; and the 
firmament showeth His handiwork.” 

Lord Balfour, in his red academic robes, was an imposing figure 
With him was Dr. MacInnes, the Anglican Bishop in Jerusalem. There «ss 
perfect order, and the whole ceremony passed in impressive silence. 

Rabbi Kook, Chief Rabbi of Palestine, consecrated the building with 
prayer, and then delivered an address. Rabbi Kook also read a special 
@rayer for the oceasron, a call for peace among all peoples, 4 prayer fhat Zion 
mivht be the light for all mankind. 

Dr. Weizmann presided over the ceremony and opened the University. 
Sir Herbert Samuel followed, his speech being translated into Hebrew and 
Arabic. Lord Balfour thén delivered the opening address. The last 
speaker was Mr. Chaim Nachman Bialik, the Hebrew “poct laureate” Tlie 
ceremony was concluded with the singing of Z/atihrak. 


Dr. Weizmann’s Address. 
“University for all Mankind.” 


Dr. Weizmann, the President of the World Zionist Organisation, 
declaring the University open after the dedication by Rabbi Kook, said: 

“We have come together to-day on soil which is steeped in sacrel 
memories. Some who are present now will cast their minds back to July 
1918, when we laid the foundation stone of this University. That ceremony 
was a witness te our faith’ in happier days. Our faith has been yustified 
and our dréams are already becoming realities. The first Departments of 
the University have now opened their doors. 

“The University has still a long road to travel. We do not attempt to 
extemporise a pretentious replica of the great teaching Universities of the 
West. Our University has to win its reputation by making contributions te 
the common stock of the knowledge of mankind. The present building in 
the modest home of three institutes devoted to chemistry, micro-biology, and 
Jewish and Oriental stadies. The foundation stone of a fourth institute, 
the Institute of Physics and Mathematics, which will be known as the 
Balfour-Einstein Institute, will be laid to-morrow. In addition to these 
institutes, the University also contains the National Library, which will 
serve the University with its 90,000 volumes. 

* Our immediate achievement is modest compared with the Universities 
of Europe and America, but in due course the Hebrew University will grow 
to be worthy of its sisters. The Agricultural Institute in Tel-Aviv and th» 
Technical Institute in Haifa will both be associated in their work with this 
University, 

“Hebrew will be the language of the University, its colleges and schools 
but the University will be freely open to every race and creed. Within the 
University political strife ceases, and all races are to be united in the 
common task of searching for the truth and restoring to Palestine the 
thriving civilisation which it once enjoyed and giving it a place in the world 
of thought and learning. If the University is to be true to itself and to 
Jewish traditions it must exist 

NOT FOR THE JEWS ALONE 
nor for Palestine, but for all the awakening East and the whole of mankind. 
Yet, if the University is to express us and to look at the world from our 
angle, 1t must be through the medium of Hebrew, for the Jew ish'spirit and 
the Hebrew tongue have never been separated. 

“Tn inaugurating this University, we proclaim the fellowship of the 
Jewish people with the peoples of the world. The University will carry on 
the long tradition of Hebrew learning and of Hebrew striving with the 
mystery of the Universe. It looks back to the schools of the Prophets aud 
the Sages, to the academies of Yabneh, Nehardia. Pumbedita, to the great 
Jewish schools of the Diaspora which flourished in Spain, Italy, Franoe, and 
Bagdad. Our young institations look also for inspiration and guidance 0 
the great and famous Jewish intellectual workers in all countries. 

* We welcome at this ceremony Sir Herbert Samuel, the British High 
Comntissioner for Palestine, Lord Allenby, the conquerer of Palestine, ‘and 
the representatives of the various Governments and Universities who have 


come here to greet ws on this occasion. Especially do we welcome here

Sir Herbert Samuel’s Speech. 
“The Undying Flame of Jewish Hopes.” 


Sir Herbert Samuel, the British High Commissioner for Palestine 
conveyed the good wishes of the British Government and of the Govern- 
ment of Palestine on the occasion of the opening of the Hebrew Univorsity. 


He read out the message addressed to the University authorities by the 
Colonial Office (printed i in another celumn). 


“'Dius occasion,” Sir Herbert Samuel said, “ is inspiring and memorable 


beeause of the presence of Lord Balfour, who has travelled thousands of 
miles to be here and to show his deep sympathy with the purpose of the 
University. It is memorable also for the presence of Field Marshal Lord 
Allenby, whose victory made this ceremony possible. hero is also Dr. 
Weizmann, who embodies the spirit whieh is creating the University, and 
there are the delegates of the varions Governments and Universities who 
have come here to convey greetings to the University. 

“ Faith and enthusiasm are seen here at work in Palestine. They havo 
turned the swamps and the barren sand into gardens. They have turned a 
backward land mto a thriving and progréssive State, and they will succeed 
in turning animosities into friendship. 

“In this House of Wisdom, the most ancient of literature and the most 
modern science will be studied side by side. The University will be valuablo 
io all sections of Palestine and of mankind generally. For too long Jewry 
has been asa ruin. . It is remarkable survival. A ruin may be picturesque, 
but nobody wishes to live in it. So the Jews have set their hands to 
rebuilding their home, and the University will be one of the noblest parts of 
ihat home. 

“Tn every synagogue throughout the world for centuries there has burnt 
a Perpetual Lamp before the Ark in which are contained the Scrolls of the 
Law. That undying flame has been a symbol of Jewish hopes. Now that 


little flame is growing and is brightening and it may yet illuminate the 
world. We are happy to tend that flame.” 
Sir Herbert concluded with the prayer: “Blessed art Thou who hast 
preserved us unto this season.’”~

LORD BALFOUR ON JEWISH CULTURE. 


Text of Speech. 

Lord Balfour, on rising to speak, received a great ovation. He said: 

Allow me to thank you for the kind reception just given me. WouldI 
could speak to ydu in Hebrew ; but you will have to be content with a Ian- 
guage more familiar to me, and I hope not wholly unfamiliar to many of 
those whom I have the great honour of addressing. What is it that has 
brought together this vast concourse drawn from every quarter of the world, 
often speaking as their mother tongue, languages far separated in human 
«peech, but all gathered here on a: great historic occasion in a land in which 
historic associations crowd upon the memory every step you take from north 
to south, from east to west. It is not the magnificence of the view stretched 
before you. It is the consciousness that this marks a great epoch in the 
history of a people who made this little land of Palestine the centre of great 
religions, whose intellectual and moral destiny is from the national pomt of 
view reviving, and who will look back to this day we are celebrating as one 
of the great milestones in their future career. A few minutes ago I was 
reminded by friends that from where you are sitting you can see the very spot 
where the Children of Israel first entered the Promised Land, and that it was 
frem this very hill that the Roman destroyers of Jerusalem conducted their 
siege which brought to an end that great chapter of the Jewish people. 
Could there be a more historic spot ? From this hill you can see what then 
appeared to be the end of the Jewish community in the land they made 
illustrious. 

The Jewish Tradition. 


Well, a new epoch has begun. The great effort within Palestine which 
came to an end so many hundreds of years ago, that aspect is going to be 
yesumed in the ancient home of the people. Not that I would think fora 
moment that all Jewish culture in the imterval between the destruc- 
iion of Jerusalem and the expulsion of the Turk—that-during that long 
period Jewish eulture had ceased. Far from it. It has been uninterrupted 
but it has been scattered. It has been the culture of the Jewish people 
living within the traditional limits of the country which they haye rendered 
famons. 

Tt was the separate efforts of separate individuals, separate men of science, 
separate theologians, separate philosophers scattered over the habitable 
globe, They have borne their share in the progress of civilisation. I think 
it ig a profound mistake to suppose that men of Jewish birth have not 
boyne their full share in the progress of knowledge and in the growth of 
civilisation the whole world over. They have done 60, although scattered 
and unable to concentrate their peculiar national genius in a common task, 
and I confidently anticipate that in the future they will be able to give aid 

even more important. 

It is in these peculiar circumstances that the uniqueness of the present 
position takes its rise ; it is from peculiar circumstances that we are now 
cxigaged in adapting Western methods and a Western form of uniygrsity to 
an Eastern site and to an education which is to be in an Eastern language: 
That is a new experiment. It has never been tried before, Lt has nevér 
been tried before in any circumstances parallel jg Ost of which I speak. 
Unless utterly misunderstand the signs of the times, unless I have pro- 


foundly mistaken the genius of the Jewish people, the experiment is pre- 
deatined to inevitable success on which not only men of Jewish birth, but. 
“thers sharing the common civilisation of the world will have reason te 
congratulate themselves. 

The Hebrew Language. 

If I speak in this tone of sanguine confidence, do not for a moment 
suppose that I underrate the difficulties which unquestionably will meet Dr. 
Weizmann, Sir Herbert Samuel, and their successors in the task which lies 
before them. Do not suppose I underrate the difficulty which necessarily 
lesets every great enterprise, and will certainly beset the great enterprise 
in which you are all feeling a common interest. I am not going into details 
of the difficulties which the founders and guiders of this University will have 
to deal with. One whieh will naturally strike everybody is the problem of 
language. It is true that Hebrew has never been a dead language, but it has 
not been a language until recently adapted to many phases of modern 
development. It is a great language. I say so with boldness, thouch E de 
not know any Hebrew. 

And I say so for this reason. All the English-speaking peoples have 
heen brought up on the translation into English of the Hebrew scriptures, 
and that translation is one of the great literary treasures of all who speak 
the English tongue. It matters not what their creed may be, or what their 
‘iew of the historic value of the Hebrew Bible may be, if they know any- 
thing of the great language of which they are heirs they will all tell you 
that the trauslation of the Hebrew scriptures into English has had a 
profound hterary effect upon the whole development of our literary ontput. 
Clearly, therefore, the Jewish people have a great instrument of literary 
instruction capable of dealing with all the higher aspects of literary 
imaginative hterature. 

But does it follow from that that Hebrew is fitted for modern uses? 
There is a great difference between Isaiah and microbiology. 14 the 
language and poetical imagination of Isaiah fitted to deal with the 
laboratory work which is going to render this spot illustrious? . All com- 
petent authorities assure me that by the genius of man—Iam told of one 
man—Hebrew has been developed and placed upon lines of development 
which make it as effectual, as rich, and as capable of adaptation to every 
new use, to every growth, in the realm of knowledge. That difficulty has 
therefore, been adequately surmounted. 

In the last few years—I say this merely as an illastration—jhere have 
heen three theories, all relating to different branches of science. Ove of 
these is philosophic, known generally as the theory of creative evolation. 
The author of it isa friend of mine, a great philosopher and a Jew. Another 
theory much talked of constitutes what is called the new psycholouy. The 
author thereof is a friend and also a Jew. The other theory, the most com- 
prehensive, the most original, and the most important of all, is the theory off 
relativity. That is largely the work of Einstein, a mathematical and 
scientific genius of the very first order, who is also a Jew. Ido not mea» 
to suggest even to this audience that all the great scientific work of the world 
has been done, or is going to be done, by men of Jewish birth. It certainly 
is not, but it is worth noting by those looking with doubt upon the ideal of 
a Jewish University. for Palestine devoted to scientific research what av 
important part in the problems interesting mankind the Jews are playing. 

I hope the Arabs will remember that in the darkest days of the Dark 
Ages, when Western civilisation appeared almost extinct and smothered 
under barbaric influences, it was the Jews and Arabs together who gave the 
first sparks of light which illuminated that gloomy period. If in the tenth 
century, for example, Jews and Arabs could work together for the i!lumina- 
tion of Europe, cannot Jews and Arabs work now in co-operation with 
Europe and make this not merely a Palestinian University, but a Palestinian 
University in which all sections of the population of Palestine may draw 
intellectual and spiritual advantage ? You have won this land, the seat-of 
great religions, as I have already reminded you. Its claim to the gratitude 
of mankind largely rests upon that, and must rest upon that, but it has had, 
as we all know, the effect of making this little country the scene of endless 
disputes, endless difficulties, and endless troubles. To loak at the spires 
and domes and endless ecclesiastical monuments of Jerusalem is an almost 
startling reminder how far religious differences can divide mankind. If 


people would look sufficiently deep they should find there are fundamental 
principles and aspirations in which all agree.— Reuter.

THE JEWISH CHRONICLED 


The new University, which opens wide its doors to all (continues the 
Darcy TececRarnu), is making a modest start. Very wisely, the faculties 
which are to be developed first are those which have least connection veaths 
politics, with economics, or with religion. Of all the faculties of a university, 
the least inflammatory to the passions are those which are devoted to med: 
cine and science, and the institutes already open. are those devoted to Tatere- 
Liclogical and chemical studies, and which owe their eqnipment mainly to 
the American Jewish Physicians’ Committee. The idea ts that the nei 
faculties shall specialise upon the diseases w hich are most conumon in Palestine 
and which affect with severe impartiality both Jew and Arab alike. At presen! 
the courses are mainly post-graduate ; it has been thought better for sound 
political reasons to reverse the procedure followed clsewhere and develop 
the undergraduate side of the University later, when feeling has calmed 
down and the students are not so likely to be excited and disturbed by 
nationalist aspirations. A smaller faculty of Semitic Studies is also at work 
on a Limited scale, and in view of the present fierce antagonism between Jew 
and Arab. it is well to remember occasionally that both are Semitic. ae 
Water on it is hoped that the new University will be fully equipped im 
every department, and that Jerusalem may once agai become a cenite 
whence a bright light may radiate far beyond the narrow boundaries of 
Palestine. 

Even if every inch of Palestine were intensively cultivated (concludes 
the Triporapn), its contribution to the world's wealth would still be negh 
cible : it is in the higher reali of ethics and ideas that Palestine lias enriched 
the world in the past and may do so again, if the hopes of those who thse 
founded this University come anywhere near to realisation. 


A “Liberal” View. 

‘The Rev. Maurice L. Perlaweig, B.A., preaching at the North Lorion 
‘Liberal Jewish Congregation last Sabbath, said that the opening of the, 
University in Jerusalem was an event of deep significance io all dews. TI 
was perhaps not too much to hope that it was a piece of constructive work 
in which Jews of all opinions might unite to help. Zion and Jerusalem 
were new words of more than mercly geographical significance, but thes 
must beware lest they became less. Let them begin the foundation of that 
City of God which would embrace all humanity, by creating in the Hol) 
City a centre from which spiritual influences would radiate to all the four 
corners of the earth. The. University was not a sectarian enterprise, ard 
they as “ Liberal” Jews remembered with pride that one of its governors was 
a notable “ Liberal” Rabbi. If the University was to become a real spiritual 
power-house for Catholic Jewry. if the Institute of Jewish Studies was to 
be worthy of its hich destiny, all sections of the House of Israel must unite 
in support of them. As “ Liberal” Jews they asked, as they had a right to 
ask, that the University should be more than a theological seminary, and 
that the research for truth should be free and unfettered. But if they asked 
that, they assumed responsibilities, and with responsibilities the obligation 


of sacrifice. 


American Zionists Raising Endowment Fund. 

At a special meeting of the National Executive Committee of the 
Ziouist Organisation of America, held on Wednesday, to commemorate the 
opening Of the Hebrew University, 1t was decided to raise a fund of a 
million dollars as an endowment for the University. 


World-Wide Celebrations. 


A procession of ever 10,000 Austrian Jews marched last Sunday morniug 
to the rave of Dr. Theodor Herzl, to pay tribute to his memory as part of 
the celebrations in counection with the opening of the University. Large 
numbers of Chalu/:ine yomed in the procession. 


The Jewish School Committee of Austria arranged a meeting in the great 


Concert Honse in Vienna, an Wednesday, to celebrate the event. Professor 
firman was to be the chief speaker. None of the Rectors of the Colleges 
of Vienna were invited, all of them being known to be hostile to the Jews. 

Meetings were arranged to be held in Jewish centres all over Germany 
last Wednesday. The German press has been on the whole very compli- 
meutary to Jewish achievement in regard to the University opening. 

A great demonstration was held in Vienna on Wednesday evening to 
celebrate the opening of the University. The British, French, German, 
Czecho-Slovakian, Polish, Ramanian, Egyptian, Danish, and Albanian 
Ambassadors were present. The Soviet Embassy sent a donation of a 
million Austrian kronen. 

Under the auspices of the Belgian Zionist Federation, a demonstration 
was held on Wednesday at the Cercle Artistique, Antwerp. Mr. Jean 
Fischer presided. 

Au enthusiastic demonstration was also held in the streets of Kovno. 
The British Consul and the Rector of Kovno University addressed the 
crowds. 

A special service, in connection with the opening of the University, was 
held at the Aria College Synagogue, Portsmouth, last Saturday. Offerines 
m aid of the Jewish National Fund and in honour of Lord Balfour were 
made.

- The Board of the Jew.sh Community of Danzig has decided to grant a 
sum of 3,000 gulden (about £120) for the Keren Heayesod, in celebration of 
the University opening. 

The Rev. Gatchell Isaacs has received the following reply from Sir 
Herbert Samuel to the message sent by the pupils of the Classes, which 
was published in last Friday's issue of Tun Jewisu Cunonic.e: Treceived, 
with much pleasure, the message that has been sent to me by the pupils of 
the South Hackney Synagogue Religion Classes, on the occasion of th- 
inauguration of the Hebrew University of Jerusalem.

Attitude of the Agudath Yisrael. 


Great indignation has been aroused in Vienna at the action of the 
Young Agudath Yisrael Society, which held a day of fasting and mourning 
as a protest against the opening of the “ irreligious Jerusalem University.” 
The action has, however, been disavowed by the central office of the 
Agudah. 

The Warsaw Agudath Yisrael issued an appeal to provincial com- 
munities in which members of the Agudah command a majority, to refrain 
from sending greetings to the Jerusalem University, “as the institution 
ignores the Jewish religion.” It also instructed the Jerusalem Agudut! 
Yisrael not to greet any of the guests on the opening of the University, 
though iis followers in Jerusalem were permitted to send a deputation to 
Lord Balfour. . The attitude of the Agudah is understood to be that, while 
not enthusiastic about the opening of the University, which it regards as 2 
development of national culture as distinct from Jewish religious teathing, 
it is not officially in opposition, particularly in view of the forthcoming 
conference between representatives of the Zionist Organisation and of the 
Agudah, at which it is hoped to arrive at an understanding in regard to the 
questions of the Jewish Agency, the Palestine Communities’ Ordinance, and 
other matters. 


The Polish Jewish Socialist Party, the Bund, and the Jewish Com- 
munists of Warsaw protested against the opening of the University, on the 
grounds that the language of instruction would be Hebrew and not Yiddish, 
and that the University would be “an instrument to assist the British Power 
‘in the occupation of Palestine.”

LORD BALFOUR’S VISIT TO PALESTINE 


ENTHUSIASTIC WELCOME. 


PRAISE FOR JEWISH ACHIEVEMENT.

Marth 3ist: 

Extraordinary enthusiasm has been evineed throughout the whole of 
Palestine at the visit of the Earl of Balfour in connection with the-opering 
6f the Jerusalem Hebrew University, Jetusaleni is crowddd almost tu 
repletion with Jewish visitors from all over the world, and‘ the serious 
shortage of water, due to the lack of rai, is aggravated by the,inadequacy 
of the accommedation available. 

As previously reported to you, Lord Balfour, accompanied by Dr. 
Weizmann, arrived at Ludd in the morning of Wednesday in last. week, 
proceeding immediately to Jerusalem, where he is staying as the-guest of 
the High Commissioner. The Chief Rabbi of the British Empire is also 
staying at Government House. 

No disorders accompanied the Arab strike, which, indeed, was by no 
means goneral. A protest meeting of Arabs—Moslem and Christian was 
held in the Mosque of Omar on the day of Lord Balfour’s arrival, but, an 
the other hand, some of the Arabs joined enthusiastically in the welcome to 
the distinguished statesman. An example of this is furnished by the action 
ofa delegation of Arabs from the Ramleh district, which proceeded to Ludd 
with the purpose of greeting Lord Balfour. 

On ‘Thursday mi last week Lord Balfour and his party visiied Rishen-le- 
Zion. The party travelled by road, and the journey passed withont incident. 
All the Jewish colonies on the route were gaily decorated, and groups of the 
colonists greeted the visitors as they passed, At Rishen,.the.party were 
escorted to the synagogue, where prayers were offered up for the King, 
Lord Balfour, and Sir Herbert Samuel. Lord Balfouy then visited the famous 
wine-cellars built hy Baron Edmond de Rothsebild. 

Replying to speeches of welcome, Lord Balfour said that he rejoiced 
to be mm the first Jewish colony in Palestine. Referring to his long-standing 
friendship with Baron Edmond de Rothschild, he said that without claiming to 
be as old a Zionist as the Baron, he was yet qneof the oldest of Zionists, his 
adherence to the principle of Zionism dating back far beyond the Deelaration 


that bore his name. That Declaration did not répresent the attitude of any: 


one individual or of any one nation, but constituted the whole great body of 
international opinion that had signed the Treaty of Versailles, and thus was 
wot hkely ever to be reversed. 


Visit to Tel-Aviv. 


Lord Balfour visited Tel-Aviv im the afternoon, and was aceorded a 
magnificent reception. 35,000 Jews lined the streets, and at the town gatés 
members of the Municipal Council harnessed themselves to Lord Balfour's 
car and pulled it to the Gymnasium, where the distinguished guest was 
yeceived, by the Mayor, Mr. Dizengoff. The latter, in a speech of welcome, 
declared that the rapid progress of Tel-Aviv had begun with the Balfour 
Declaration. In eonferring the freedom of the town on Lord Balfour, Mr. 
Dizengoff announced that a new street had just been named after lim. 

In the course of his reply, Lerd Balfour expressed the hope that tho 
future and development of Palestine would be based on the experiences and 
traditions of the past. ‘One of the main reasons for that hepe was that 
the Jews knew very well that their future and the future of that immortal 
country of Palestine and the success of Zionism depended on their eonvietion 
that Palestine’s revival should be not only for the Jews and-for Palestine, 
but for the whale of bumanity. The Jews were able to add to the mural 
life of the world, and their future in Palestine would be worthy of the great 
He admired the creative spirit that ha@ built up 


all their hopes for a beantiful future. 

While in Tel-Aviv, Lord Balfour inspected some of the more important 
indus ria’ enterprises founded under Zaéonist auspices, including the | Ruiten- 
berg electrica] power station and the Agricultural Research Laboratory. On 
his departure from Tel-Aviy, he visited Dilb, where the party gathered to 
meet him included several Arab sheiks from the surrounding. villages, who 
assured Lord Balfour of their friendly relations with the Jews. 

On Sunday, Lord Balfour visited the Christian Holy Plices in 
Jerusalem, and also atiended Divine Service at St. Georges Cathedral. 
He did not, however, read the lessons, as had previously been Ins intention, 
with the object of couvineing the more ignorant sections of the Arab 
population that he was not a Jew. In the afternoon, accompanied by Sir 
Ronald Storrs, he walked through. the Old City, and - visited. the Wailing 
Wall. In the-evening, he attended a special performance of “* Belshazzar,” 
vivem by the Palestine Theatre Company, at Zion Hall. 

The only unfortunate incident that has occurred in connection’ with 
Lord Balfour's visit is the dismissal by the Government of an Arab 
(Jovernment official, Hilmi Fattayani, who had been one of the speakers at 
the protest meeting held at the Mosque of Omar. The Government had 
previously warned all Arabs in its service that they would be dismissed if 
they joined in the protest strike against Lord Balfour called by the Arab 
Executive. 


Statement to the Press. 
Turspay, March 3ist. 

Tn a statement to representatives of the Press to-day, Lord Balfour 
expressed his complete satisfaction with what he had seen. The rate ot 
development of the country had exceeded his expectations, and he Saw 
signe of co-operation between the Arabs and the Jews. In conclusion, he

A similar protest has been transmitted to the League of Nations hy the 
Palestine Moslem League of Youth. 

The Representative Council of Damaseus in Syria has adoped a resolu 
tion of protest against against Lord Balfour and hie presence in Palestine. 
The resolution was adopted in spite of the opposition of the delegate of the 
French High Commissioner. 


The Times devoted a leading article last Friday to the subjeet of Lond 
Balfour's visit, and described his opening of the Hebrew University as an 
important step in the progress of the Zionist Movement. 

Jewish settlement m Palestine (says our contemporary) may not have 
wchieved all that the Zionist leaders claim for it to-day ; it has certainly not 
horne out the extravagant claims advanced by some of those leaders iu the 
early stages of the movement. This is yast as well, since, viewing a long 
and difficult controversy’ in retrospect, it is plain that nothing could have 
‘heen more calculated to rouse Arab fears and to obstruct a peacefol settle- 
ment than the tactlessness of those enthusiastic Zionists who, in their keen 


ness to see their race hurry into the fall ocenpation of their new home. were — 


all too ready to forget the existence of the original tenant and that all- 
Mnperiant clause in the Balfour Declaration which safeguards “ the civil and 
religious rights of existing non-Jewish communities in Palestine.” Perhaps 
the sanest translation of the Declaration is to be found in the dispateh of the 
Colonial Secretary to thé Arab Delegation of 1922, which drew attention to 
the essential fact that the terms of: the Declaration “do not contemplate that 
Palestine as a whole should be converted into a Jewish National Home, but 
that such a home should be founded in Palestine.” ; 

Referring to the Arab complaints, the Times points out that it weolkd 
he infinitely easier to sympathise with the present attitude of the Arab 
leaders if. the history of events since 1917 did not show a continuous pohey 
of sulky obstruction to every practical effort made by those most anxious to 
preserve the rights of the race. The article goes on to reeapitulate the 
constant refusals of the Arabs to take any active part in the constitutional 
administration of the country, and concludes that if the Arab has few legiti- 
mate grounds for complaint. on the score of his political freedom, he has 
still fewer when he comes to base his grievances on allegations of social and 
economic oppression,

Mr. Mackenzie Livixcsrone: Will the Government make it quite 
clear that Lord Balfour is a Presbyterian ? (Laughter.) 

Mr. Onwssy-Gore: Certainly. I observe that he read the lessons 
vesterday in the Anglican Cathedral. 

Sir (€., Streatham): No, he did not! 

Mr. Joun Baker (Lab., Bilston) asked whether there had been any 
additional expenditure for providing special safeguards for the distinguished 
visitor who was now in Palestine for the purpose of opening the new Hebrew 
University, and whether the cost of the same would be borne by this country 
or by the population of Palestine. 

Mr. Onvesy Gort: Tam not aware of any additional expenditure 
having been incurred for the purpose mentioned, but if there had been any 
it would be borne by the Palestine-Government.

Macaulay says of Dryden's writings in defence of measures considered 
by Macaulay to be indefensible“ The art of saying things well is of no use 
to aman who-has nothing. tosay.’ It may seem epen to doubt whether Mr. 
Jeffries. in writing his article for the Dairy Faith or Foibles, ; 
Lord Balfour and Palestine "felt himself to be in the position described 
by Macaulay.as that of Dryden ; or whether, on the other hand, his emotions 
were sincere, so that he was carried away into using language both 
extravagant and contradictory. 

Mr. Jeffries commences with the assumption that the whole anti-Ziouist 
case is well-founded. He speaks of the * Zionist seandal in the Holy Land, 
Lord Balfour's.connection with which he declares has got to be * tackled. 
What the scandal is, Mr: Jeffries.does not explain ; but in the next sentence , 


he proeceeds-as. follows: “ He.” Chord Balfour) “is the only plank with any 


pretensions to scunduess in that rotten platform.” Grammatically, this 
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mus’ mean that Lord Balfour is the only plank with © pretensions to sound. 
ness "—even he, it will be observed, is only partially sound —1in the platform 
of the Zionist “scandal.” Mr. Jeffries goes on to refer to the “ craziness of 
the structure.” How can any “ crazy scandal” have a plank with pretensions 
to soundness? | 

Through all this confused language and mixed metaphors, it may be 
cathored that what Mr. Jeffries intends to convey is, that Lord Balfour 1s 
the only man of real influence in favour of Zionism. This is Mr. Jeffries 
inse dizit ; but, unfortunately for him, it is not true. It would be nearer the 
truth to say that there is no great outstanding persouality —no onc of real 
intellectual power and influence—who is opposed to our Palestine policy. 
That this policy has been support 1 by all leading statesmen in five 
gticcessive administrations, is beyond dispute. To mention only two of the 
foremost statesman, both Earl Birkenhead and the late Marquess Curzon 
have pointed out the importance in our ows interests, even apart from the 
obligations of good faith, of maintaining the Mandate policy. . 

lt is material to observe that in the early part of Ins article, Mr. 
Jeffries speaks of Lord Balfour in the highest terms : 
“ He is a man of infinite distinction, witha long recor of service, who 
even in this day can dissect the tangle of European poltics with wn- 
equalled clarity, who can draw plans for his country’s welfare and for 
the good ef the world which everywhere command respectful and atten- 
tive admiration. He has never served a cause for the profit or ease or 
power he might have drawn from it. He is full Of enteliect. . « « 
Truly indeed he has touched nothing which he has not adorned.” (*) 
Ifaving used these very strong words of praise, Mr. Jeffries has to explain 
how it is that Lord Balfour—“full of intellect,” and of “ unequalled 
clarity "—should have attached himself to a cause which is “crazy “and a 
“ scandal"; and his attempts to get over this difficulty can hardly be said to 
be very successful. Lord Balfour “has his temptations,” says Mr. Jeffries 
“His great temptation is to laurich himself upon enticing experiments © 
without any regard to the terms of flesh and blood in which they 
have to be carried into realisation, and to that temptation he quite elegantly 
succumbs.” If the Zionist experiment is “crazy " and a “scandal — not tu 
say repulsive—how is it that Lord Balfour finds-it enticing ?” 

Not being satisfied up to this point with the explanation he has given, 


Mr. Jeffries makes a further attempt as follows. Lord Balfour, it is put, Key E> (Lah is C), Rather slowly. (6)

unreasonable,” ete. “ What more fantastic and fetching than to instal 
atheists in the guise of pilgrims to irvolve a British Government 
in political bigamy, to watch over the efforts to put into practice a theory 
completely illusory and perverse" (*). 

This passage only increases the confusion. Why a man with a brain of 
unequalled clarity should champion a cause “inherently impracticable and 
unreasonable,” and should adopt a theory which is “ fantastic’ and “com- 
p'etely illusory and perverse,” Mr. Jeffries makes no endeavour to explain. 
Nor does he explain how it is that a man of the high moral qualities which 


te acknowledges Lord Balfour to possess—-a man who has “touched nothing | 


which he has not adorned ""—should find it “ fetching " to instal “ atheists in 
the guise of pilgrims, or to “involve a British Government in political 


bigamy.” 
Mr. Jeffries’ summary of reasons for the Arab boycott of Lord Balfour— — 
a boycott, which, so far as it exists, appears to be not unconnected with = 
the exertions of anti-Zionists in this country—display a singular want of nu | 
oF ucquaintance with the facts. The allegation of “ political bigamy "—in other ke 
Cie | | words, that a promise of independence was made to the Arabs before the l : s fi 
Balfour Declaration, has been repeatedly denied by the Colonial Office ; nor | | if im: } 
sould the Arabs maintain independence even if it were given to them. The 
principle of the Balfour Declaration was fully accepted by the Governments 
of the Allies and Associated Powers, and the Mandate was granted by the Ken 


League upon the footing that the Declaration would be carried into effect. 
Mr. Jeffries’ suggestion that the Mandate was the result of a “very base 
piece of trickery " is novel, and it would be interesting to learn who it is 
that he charges with this turpitude, or whether in fact he means anythng 
excepting that he does not like the Mandate or the policy it represents. 

Leaving Mr. Jeffries, it is interesting to turn toa “leader” in the 
Times of Friday last, which although not friendly to Zionism, is restrained 
in language and contains some valuable admissions : 

“ Jowish settlement in Palestine,” it says, “ may not have achieved all 
that Zionist leaders claim™; but, as stated later in the same article, 
* nobody who has seen the rich lands of the Valley of Ajalon and the Plain 
of Esdraelon, who has watched the industrious settlers working in the 
vineyards around Richon, on the wharfs of Haifa or in the fields of 
Salfouria can fairly deny the promise of lasting good, not only to the Jewish 
race but to Palestine itself. (*) 

_ Again, “In carrying out the spirit of the Declaration, the Government 
has merely fulfilled the double trust reposed in it by the terms of its pledge 
to the Jewish race and of its Mandate from the League of Nations. J: is 
impossible to withdraw from that trust to-day.” 

Further, “The Arabs have pursued a continuous policy of sulky 
obstruction,” and have advanced “fatuous" reasons in defence of their 
conduct, 

There are two passages in the Times “leader,” however, which call for 
some comment : “ Perhaps the sanest translation of the Declaration,” sug- 
gests the Times, “is to be found in the dispatch of the Colonial Secretary 
to the Arab Delegation in 1922, which drew attention to the essential fact 

that the terms of the Declaration ‘do not contemplate that Palestine as a 
whole shall be converted into a Jewish National Home, but that such a home 
should be founded in Palestine.’

One further passage in the Times’ leader requires to be noticed : 
“Enthusiastic Zionists -were too ready to forget that all-important 
clause-in the Balfour Declaration which safeguards ‘tho civil and 
rights of existing non-Jewish communities in Palestine. 

As to this, it may be observed that so far as regards religious rights, ther: 
can be no question that these are fully safe-guarded by the express terms of 
the Mandate. As regards “ civil rights,” these words must refer to the nghts 
which the Arabs had enjoyed under the Turks ; they had acquired no othe: 
civil rights at the date of the Balfour Declaration, and there can be no doubt 
that the Arabs’ rights have been greatly enlarged from those they previous!) 
possessed. The Times itself points out, moreover, that in 1922 an 
attempt was made to set up a Legislative Council, on which the 
Arabs were olfered—in my opinion, unwisely—a majority; but they 
boycotted the scheme. In 1923 an Advisory Council was set up, on 
which the Arabs were (unwisely) offered eight seats out of twelve ; but again 
the Arabs resorted toa boycott. Under inspiration, probably, from anti 
Zionists (or anti-Jews) in this country, the Arabs have in fact maintained 
a “continuous policy of sulky obstruction.”

Presidential Address. 
FRAUDULENT TRADERS. 


THE NEED OF WORKERS. 
The annual meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians

The Presi pEN?’, in the course of his address, said that the alien question 
had been so much to the fore of late that, much as he would like to avoid 
that dificult and thorny question. he felt he could not do so. The Home 
Secretary had told the deputation from the Deputies of British Jews that 
the Alien laws would not be relaxed, at all events until the unemployment 
figures. fell materially and the housing difficulty was overeome. That was 
he thought, also the attitude of the Labour Government. . The Home 
Secretary also quoted the recent Bankruptcy Repott as showing that 
heavy losses have been sustained since the War by fraudulent trading, 
carried on largely by aliens, especially in the City and East End 
of London.” The frauds -in «question ‘were Jong frands, 
and there was no. doubt at all that the great bulk of the aliens 
veferred to were Jews. That being so, this statement could not be ignored by 
the Jewish community. Could xt be refuted ¥ He was afraid that it was 
likely to be cm firmed hy all who were best qualified to judge. The Jews in 
this country had by centuries of work built up a great reputation for com- 
mercial integrity, and to his mind that reputation was being endangered by 
But there was another and far more important point—no 
religion could allow the eighth commandment tobe broken in this way. These 
frauds were a disgrace to the community, and were so regarded by every 
decent Jew, whether he was born in this éountry or not. (cheers.) Further, 
the prevalence of these frauds was absolutely fatal to « very foreigner, be he 
good or bad, who desired to come to this country. In every case the unknown 
alien who sought entry wonld riecessarily be judged hy the alien who was 
here, not by the countless aliens who had beeome good ‘and useful citize Hs, 
but by the comparati ely few who had obtained this unenviable notoriety, 
There was one point in the Home Secre tary s reply that must, he thought, 
five satisfactiof to every Jew, and perhaps sarticularty to ey ery well-wisher 
of the Board.’

in 1924, as in previous years, been his right hand. He also paid a tribute to 
Mr. Benjamin, the Secretary, and his staff—they had one aud all worked 
loyally and well. In conclusion, he said that of course he wanted money, 
but. he was not going to ask for it on that occasion. He would ask for 
what he needed most, for that without which the Board could not carry on. 
What he asked for was workers. What he must have was workers ! (Cheers.) 

Mr. Josreu Pras, J.P., congratulated the President on his splendid 
address, He would have had nothing tosay on it had the President refrained 
from making allusion to political questions. It was unfortunate that the 
imprimatur of the Board should appear to be given to what he considered 
was a false basis on which a particular policy was recommended to the 
country. He thoughtit would be a pity if, coming from such a body, it 
appeared that that was the opinion of the Jewish community as to what 
ought to be done in the future. The President had said that so long as 
unemployment continued they ought not to expect any alteration in the 
existing conditions in regard to aliens. He seemed to be accepting the 
wrong premises on which the Home Secretary based his arguments, and 
assuming that unemployment might be added to by any addition to the 
numberof immigrants. They ought to emphasise that the unemployment 
that existed was in trades that were almost entirely void of Jewish workers. 
If people had been allowed to come in during the last six or seven years, 
new industries might have been created which would have reduced 
unemployment. 

The Presipreny said he was sorry to interrupt Mr. Prag, but he had 
given no opinion of his own.. He had merely stated what he thought to be 
the view of the present and late Government. - 

Mr. Prac said that he had had the impression that Mr. Stiebel was 
adopting the dictum of the Home Seeretary, and he was glad that an 
impression that might otherwise have been created would be obviated. 
There was another point in the President's remarks which required some 
slight modification, and that was as to the number of alien bankruptcies. 
He said that had the banks not come to the assistance of other traders during 
the slump, there would have been a terrible crisis, and it was unfair to 
assume that aliens who had not this assistance were worse than others. 

The PResInEN? said that he had been referring to long-firm frauds. 

Mr. Prac said that some of the worst cases, such as those of Bevan 
and Fenton, were not aliens at all. 

Mr, B. A. Fersur said thatthe President appeared to be under the 
impression, a8 80 many people were, that the recent deputation to the Home 
Seeretary asked him to relax the regulations as to the admission of 
immigrants. Much as the deputation desired. that, he would like to make it 
clear that they had concentrated on the regulations governing aliens already 
in the country. He denied that the Home Secretary had made any promise 
in regard to naturalisation. On the contrary, although the Act provided for 
naturalisation after five years’ residence, the Home Secretary said 
he would net object to naturalising those who had been here fifteen 
or twenty years. He (Mr. Fersht) stated that Major Nathan was calling 


a conference of East End workers with a view to setting up an. 
orgamsation for the naturalisation of young aliens by small weekly 


payments. He hoped the Execntive did not regard with alarm the increase 
in the number of convalescent patients. In view ofthe poverty occasioned 


by siekness it was a matter for congratulation that the convalescent facilities © 


were being inereasingly utilised. Alluding to the question of long-firm 
frauds he said that what was needed was a strengthening of the Jewish con- 
sclousness on this grave matter. He had heard Mimsters criticised for 
denouncing such practices from the pulpit. He recalled the fact that in 1918 
it was found that 75 per cent. of the profiteering in the East End of London 
was done by Jews, and the Food Controller appealed to the Jewish com- 
munity to take steps to suppress the evil. The Armistiee rendered action 
unnecessary. If they could educate public opinion.on the subject of these 


frauds and had the courage to ostracise those who. connived at them, much) 
might be done to suppress them. He hoped that what the President had. 


said would help them to face the facts. 

Mr. F. H. Harvey-SamveE said that. greater promineuce was given to 
Jewish failings by reason of their being a small community, and therefore it 
behoved them to follow the advice of Mr. Fersht. The reputation of the 
community was at stake, and it was for every Jew to keep that reputation 


unehallenged and unsullied. 


Mr. M. Cas appealed for support of the concert that was being 
organised by the Aid Society. 

Mr. Liongsxt L. Conen moved a vote of thanks to the President for his 
admirable address. He commended it especially for having giving them an 
opportunity to hear the remarks of Mr. Fersht. 1t was difficult to say too 
much in praise of the work of the President. The crown of his activities 
last year was in his obtaining the Muller bequest. He expressed the view 
that the various aspects of the work of the Board should be made better 
known with a view to securing more workers. 

Mr. F. H. HARvey-SAMUEL seconded the vote. He said that if any 
of them had had any doubts as to the wisdom of electing Mr. Stiebel as 
President, those doubts had long since been dispelled, for he had fully main- 
tained’ the high standard set by his predecessors. Mr. Harvey-Samuel paid 
a tribute to the patience, unfailing courtesy, and great industry which Mr 
Stiebel brought to bear on his work.

I wonder how many of those who form the centre of interest on these occa- 
sions are aware that the formulas and practices date back to ancient days 
when Israel was still a people hving in its own land. It seems to me

Possibly the strongest evidence in support of this view is to be found in the 

Ketubai For what is the Aefvbah but a legal contract, signed, sealed 

and delivered? The existence of the Kelutah to-day beara witness to the 

persistence of soctal institutions. One of the most anctent records we have of 
fucs a docament 1s to be found in the Rook of Tobit. When Tolnt married 
Bara, we are told that Sara's father “ took paper and did write an instrument 
ef covenants.” The purpose of this document, thea as now, 1s te make 
pro: ision for the economre needs of the woman and to assure her future if 
her husband should die, or if she should be divorced, and the picturesque 
language in which the bridegroom promised this is worth repeating: “I will 
work for thee, honour thee, find thy keep, and supply thy needs, 
after the manner of Jews.” It isa pity that the reading of the Aelubah wm 
these days is more or less of a long gabble, and neither bride nor bridegroom 
has a real opportunity of grasping the inwardness of this liatoric document. 
To-day it is only an historic document; nothing more. But it is one of 
those historic documents which are, as it were, a thread connecting the 
present with the past. 

It would appear that in olden times among Jews young people mingled 
freely and got to know each other. There was even a tradition that oa two 
eceasions in the year, both days of fasting (on the ninth of Ab, 
and on the Day of Atonement) special gatherings of - young 

people were instituted in order that they mught choose their Ife 
mates. So much is certain, that the kind of “ blind marriages,” where bride 
and bridegroom never saw each other until they became husband and wife, 
developed in a later and darker age, principally in Eastern Burope. In cidea 
days the lady was given her choice, and she might refuse if she thought fit. 
A story is told in the Talmud ofa 1 idow who, bothered by an veiianrn rly 

non, vowed, in order to escape from him, to marry the first man Heaven sent 

her. Two ne'er-do-weels heard her, vow and pestered her to marry them 

Bat she liked neither of them, and weut to the Rabbis to enquire what her 

position was mn regard to the vow. They replied that in her vow she 

obrious!y meant a man who was worthy of her. There ts another story of 
the same kind, of a lady of great beauty who had many suitors. These 
worned her so much that in order to be rid of them she pretended that she 

was already engaged, and then one fine day she actually did engage herself. 
Bhe was summoned before the Rabbis to account for her breaking of the 

marriace vow, and, woman-lItke, she replied that she merely pretended 

phe was engaged in order to ESCAPE the attentions of unworthy fellows 
but that when jee right man came alogg she was only too willing to 
accep! him. The Rabbis supported her view, and praised her conduct. 
But need we go to the Talmud for an ilusteation of the fact that in olden 
times the Jewish woman had some say in the choice of her partner? Will 
it not suffice to think of the case of Rebecca, who was asked whether she 
would go with the man ? , 

Another matter of interest is that of polygamy. There is no doubt that 
in «cient times Jews were permitted to marry more than one wife. But it 
seems hardly likely that the permission was acted on. The whole tendency 
of the discussions and legislation in the Talmud makes one think tha 
monogamy was the rule. It is true that sometimes one comes across curious 
storics which are contrary’ to this tendency. But they seem to be excep- 
tional. One such is that in a time of famine, Rabbi Tarphon married three 
hundred wives (though it is possible that the three hundred may be a wrong 
reading for three), in order that they might participate in the priests’ “ dole.” 
Actually, however, the rule was one man, cne wife. The marrying age was 
tween eighteen and twenty, at any rate for men : and above all, in choosing 
a mate for life, stress was laid on good family (TWH Sorts MD) and cduca- 
tion. Stress, too, was laid on physical perfection. It is worthy of note tha 
Jews long ago’ held the view which is gaining currency in modern time; 
that, in the interests of society, two people who are not physically fit should, 
aot marry. The old Jews even went so far as to prescribe an examination 
in this regard for both husband and wife. The purpose clearly was to 
protect posterity, and one idea that was prevalent in these days was that 
children took aftér their mother's brothers. It was a popular opinion, there- 
fore, that it is well to have an eye to the brothers of the lady whom you 
think of marrying priad My). 
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The actual process of completing the marriage was in two parts. ‘There 
was first the preliminary of negotiations (Q°N3IM), and this was considered 
of such importance that the Rabbis allowed it to be carried on even on the 
Sabbath day. Once this preliminary was satisfactorily concladed, the engage- 
ment was the first real step in the business. At the house of the bride-to-be 
there was a family meal after the young couple had been formally pledged 
or affianced to each other. It was at the engagement that the bridegroom 
had to pronounce the formula publicly : techold. thou art set aside for me 
by means of this gift (or document) according to the Law of Moses and 
Isracl.” It would seem that ia the early days there was no mention of a 
ring; the ring came later. In the early days any article of value could 
serve the purpose of completing the engagement. The young people did 
not live together as man and wife, but waited a complete year, apparently 
to make preparations for the home that they were toset up. But in law 
the girl was looked upon as the wife of the man; and if for any reason 
they decided to separate, they could only de so by a formal act of divorce. 

After twelve mouths came the consummation of the marriage—the 
marriage proper. For a spiuster it was usual to choose for this ceremony 
the fourth day of the week, and for a widow, the fifth day. The bride was 
adorned by her friends, old and young; a wreath of flowers was bound round 
her head: she was dressed in beautiful garments, and ornamented with 
jewels, what time she satin the bridal chair. It was customary for her. to 
be heavily veiled, and as she was being carried from the house of her 
father to the house of her husband, the whole town took part in the joyous 
procession, singing songs in praise of her beauty and her gifts, dancing in 
front of her to the accompaniment of music, and towards the evening the 
whole was lt up by torchlights. So important was this ceremonial con- 
sidered to be that even the study of the Zora) might be neglected if tt 
became necessary to participate in it. Many a Rabbi left his books to 
rejoice with the bride, and some did not think it beneath their 
dignity to dance with her on this occasion. Then came the wedding meal, 
when wine flowed freely, not on one day, but on seven. (It ts interesting to 
note that the length of bridal rejoicing and of family mourning was alike 
seven days). When all was ended, the young people were led into the bridal 
chamber, the Chupnah. 

In these days, the two parts of the ceremony are, for practical pur- 
poses, combined into one. The formulas for the engagement and the con- 
clusion of the marriage ceremony are both recited on the same day, and the 
CLuppak is now only a symbolical tent. While in olden times marriage was 
regarded as one of the social contracts of life, to-day, perhaps through the 
influence of Christianity, there is a tendency to give the ceremonial a strong 
religious touch. No one can take exception to this, but it is of interest to 
register the contrast between the present and the past. Strange how here 
again the Jewish view bas become the prevailing view. In pretty well all 
States marriage is looked upon primarily as a contract. If the parties 
desire to give the bond the blessing of religion, they are at iberty todo so. Ina 
many cases the State even facilitates this course. But for the State itself a 
marriage is one of the social contracts. 

Nevertheless, even in early times the marriage ceremony, contract 
though it was held to be, was not without its religions atmosphere. For 
with bride and bridegroom the marringe day was a solemn occasion. on 
which they were expected to fast, since it was popularly believed that they 
would have their sins forgiven. 

There are many Jews who would regard a marriage celebrated anvwhere 
but in a synagogue as not being quite complete. Yet, according to Jewish 
legal rules, a marriage may be solemnised anywhere, so long as a minyan is 
present, aud the bridegroom publicly accepts the bride in the well-known 
formula. Moreover, there is a tendency in some quarters, following the 
practice of the Church of England, to question the bride abou! 
obeying, and so forth, and getting a promise from her. to that effect. 
Nothing of the kind is to be found in ancient Jewish tradition. Lastly, 
there is the case of those Jews who, for one reason or another, are out of 
sympathy with the synagogue, and marry befor the civil authorities only. 
According to the strict Jewish ecclesiastical law, marriages of this kind are 
no marriages, Yet the law of the land recognises them, and the law of the 
laad is superior to ecclesiastical law. Here we have one of those curious 
problems which arise out of a system of legal make-believe. Jewish 
ecclesiastical law has no means of being enforced, yet we pretend that it 
is still a potent influence in life. We are cither too weak or too powerless 
to make it a reality, and so we take the line of least resistance. and deo 
nothing. 

But I must return to my wedding party. The men and women of to-day 
look upon such an occasion with the same joyousness as did the men and 
women of old. There is something sweet and hopeful about a young couple 
being drawn together, and setting out as two friends on the voyage of life. 
‘Throughout the ages, pocts have always spoken of the bride and bridegroom 
as types of the highest human joy, and Jews, who have a strong poetical 
instinct, have shared in that view.

| United Synagogue. 


ANNUAL ACCOUNTS AND REPORT. 


The Council of the United Synagogue was to hold a meeting last night, 
at which the principal business was to be the consideration of the annual 
accounts of that body and its Subsidiary Committees and of its Constituent 
Syaagegues. The gross revenue of the United Synagogue in 1924 was £101,057 
(£9455 more than in 1923), and the expenditure £98,376 (an increase 
of £7272). The aggregate gross revenue of the eighteen Constituent 
Swnagogues, which is included in the foregoing figures, was £68,866, and 
their aggregate local expenditure £41,512. Nine of these synagogues showed 
deficits on the year's working. The statistics furnished in the report of the 
Burial Society show an increase of sixty in mortality as compared with the 
provious year, deaths having numbered 1,037, as against 977 in 1923, Charity 
funerals remained fairly stationary (189). Applications for matzoth 
increased by 165, viz., 1.602 as against 1,437 (inclusive of 360 transmigrants 
from the Ukraine). Towards the Chief Rabbi's Fund £432 was received 
from Metropolitan, Provincial, and Overseas Congregations (£69.more than 
in the previous year) ; and afterallowing for other sources of income, totalling 
£1.935, £1,732 was charged against the general revenue of the United Syna- 
wogue to cover the deficit on the Account. The Mutual Aid Fand. for 
distressed" members and widews of members disbursed in annual 
allowances, grants, and leans, £3,904, an increase of £551 on the figure for 
i923. - The Trustees of the Bequests and Trusts Aceounts disbursed 
£12,548. 

~~ The report for 1924 was also to be presented to the Council. Informa- 
tion is furnished on the work of the several departments of the 


-Umited - Synagogue .(as distinct from the Constituent Synagogues), most 


of* which has been given in Tak Juwisu Curonic ie, from time to 
time, in its reports of the Council's meetings. There are, however, 
a few. points that have hitherto not received publicrty. In the paragraph 
on “Finance,” it is stated; “To the Financial Representatives assembled 
in Committee in the past year, the Treasurers felt it imeumbent on 
them to sound a note of warning, pointing out that the expenditure of the 
Coustituent Synagogues was increasing at far too great a rate.” The report 
of the Beth Din relates that in consequence of increasing activities, it was 
found necessary to hold many speetal sessions, in addition to the regular 
sessions. During the past year, the Beth Din have helped to secure improve- 
ments in Aashruth at various communal institutions. The problem of the 
admission of proselytes is engaging the very serious consideration of the 
Beth Din. One phase of the Visitation work is that in regard to the 
religious instruction of Jewish children who are inmates of parochial or 
other public institutions. The Visitation Committee were im touch with 
the Office of the Jewish War Memorial in the effort to find a solution of the 
difficuities which beset this part of the work, Satisfaction is expressed in the 
paragraph on the Associate Synagogues that three of these synagogues hope 
to carry to a satisfactory conclusion, without assistance from the Associate 
Fund, negotiations that will involve an expenditure of money, 
and ~that-the eleven Associate Syaagogues now in existence have. been 
established in the comparatively short.period of about twenty-two years.

He supported 
ihe’suggestion of Mr. Isaacs. 

Messrs. J. 5. and H. Auyarez were of the opinion that the 
scope of the institution might be increased if more money. were forthcoming. — 

The CHainMan said that ma the old days the institution gave.mediecal 
treatment to the sick and provided facilities for confinements.. At the 
present time, there was no accommodation at the institution for such cases.

A meeting of the Shechita Board was beld on Monday at the offices of 
Board. There were present :

The Spring Exhibition of the Royal Society of British Artists at the 
Suffolk Street Galleries might have been relieved from the dullness which 
distinguishes it had it included some coutributions from the President, Mr.

Mrs. da Fano (Dorothea Landau) sends two or three 
examples of her delicate artistry, showing as always, traces of pre-Raphaclite 
influence. ‘“ Daphne” (236) is a little picture anyone might be proud to live 
with. Mr. Gilbert Solomon is represented by a series of landscapes of which 
the water-colours are scrappy and ineffective. He is more successful with 
“In Charlton Forest” (251), a pleasing study of sunlight amid the trees. 
Mr. Alfred Praga has a simple but attractive. portrait of Miss Gladys Cooper 
(264), but we were not attracted by his other study of a Welsh lady, murky 
in tone.

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The Septuagint, 


LECTURE BY DR. H. ST. JOHN THACKERAY 

Under the auspices of the Union of Jewish Literary Societies. Dr. 
H. St. John Thackeray lectured last Sunday at Jews’ College, on “ The 
Septuagint.” Sir Israel Gollancz presided. 

Dr. Thackeray said that the origin of the Greek Old Testament (the 
Septuagint) was obscure and was shrouded in legend, but so far as they 
could penetrate behind fancy to sober fact, they could say with certainty 
that it was the production of the large Jewish colony which had been pre 
sented in return for past services by Alexander the Great. with a special 
quarter of their own in his newly founded city of Alexandria. The first 
version, that of the Law, was. it seemed. made in the Third Century 
B.C... under the patronage of King Ptolemy Philadelphus, and must have 
been mainly due to a determination of the Jewish colony to understand the 
lesson read every Sabbath in the sVvnagowues, as the Aramaic paraphrase 
which served the needs of the Palestinian congregations had become 
unintelligible to these immigrants. After giving an account of the 
legends surrounding the production of the Septuagint. the lecturer described 
the difficulties of the translators in deciphering the Hebrew manuscripts. 
confusion often being caused by abbreviations employed in the Hebrew 
text. Mistakes of the ear suggested that the translators worked in pairs, 
one dictating and the other translating. If so. the custom of modern editors 
of the Septuagint was precisely the same as that of translators of two 
thousand years ago. In the language employed there was a scrupulous 
avoidance of anthropomorphisms and phrases derogatory to the Deity. The 
importance of the Septuagint consisted in its being a translation of a 
Hebrew text older by a millennium than the earliest dated Hebrew Manu- 
scripts, and, for all its imperfections. it supplied the materials for the 
reconstruction of a Hebrew text superior to that of the modern Bibles. It 
gave a tantalising glimpse of the oldest Hebrew song-books, the Book of 
Jashar, and also threw light on the “ titles © of many of the Biblical songs.

Sik,--ln your issue of the 30th January, Mr. H. Swift says: “ Rashi 
Exodus 9%, 14) must certainly have used the abbreviation S’pw as a” 
( Notrikon for 373 but the wrongly took it for ATVYISS 
and thus, by blaming it on to the printer, still another Notrikon is saved 
from oblivion and proudly placed on record in the “ Notrikonised” 
correspondence column of THe Curonicie. That no .Votrikon, 
however. was here used by Rashi, and that the actual word used was 
nwA1535 is proven by what the B°NS quotes in the name of Rabbenu Tam 

~Rashi's grandson. The latter suggests an amended reading of that word, 

so as to make it aptly apply to 393. ASH. Whatever the reading be, and no 
matter what the reasons for the rejection thereof by subsequent commen- 
tators, it is clear that the current version was also the one before R. Tam. 
Further, since Rashi's commentary on the Pentateuch was not printed till 
1475, Mr. Swift is whipping a rather imaginary printer. As for a copyist's 
error, R. Tam, who most probably had access to his grandfather's manu- 
scripts, would surely have detected it.

© most of those who attended the annual meeting of Jews College 
it must have come as a surprise to learn, from the Chief R ibbi. 
that Dr. Hirschf ld, the Senior Lecturer, had celebrated his 70th 
birthday. The translator of the Khazari 1s as active as ever, 
and only his characteristic objection to standing in the limelight prevented a 
public ce lebration of the event, in which large numbers of friends and 
students would have been happy to 
share. Dr. Hirschfeld makes no 
parade of his vast erudition, that 
has found expression in a number 
of -useful works, the latest of 
which is a commentary on Deute 
ronomy, written to the order of 
the Jewish Publication Society of 
America, but which has not vet 
seen the light. A representative 
of Tuk Jewisn CHRonic Le sought 
Dr. Hirschfeld’s views on the 
question which has lately received 
some discussion in this journal 
Who is a Rabbi ? 
Title or Name. 
The question, ‘woe @ 
Rabbi 7°" said Dr. Hirschfeld, “1s 
Hot very easy to solve, though at first sight the answer appears simple, Rabbi 
means literally ‘my teacher, and was applied in Mishnaic or Talmudic times 
to a teacher of Jewish law.

But it was by no means universally applied, and 
some of the most famous sages are referred to without such designation. 
Hillel and Shammai are cases in point,.and the Hillel without any title is 
much greater than R. Hillel, the astronomer and authority on the calendas, 
On the other hand, R.. Judah Hannasi is referred to almost invariably as 
‘Rabbi’ without any name. 


The term Rabban was also used, notably in the 
case of Gamaliel, 


There is a Talmudic dictum to the effect that the name 
is greater than the title; that is _to say. that. a man is to be judged on his 
merits, and not by any title that may happen to be applied to him. There 
Is A record of one Samuel Yarchinai who expressed it desire not to be 
known as Rabbi, but as Hakim, and his wishes were observed. The title of 
Rabbi was superseded by the Gaonim.” 


Methods of Conferment. 

How is a Rabbi made 

“In early days he was not made at all, and like Topsy he just ‘ growed.» 
There is an ancient account of some ceremonial in the ordination of Rabbis 
but generally a student accepted in the Rabbinical assemblies. 
especially one who succeeded to a seat in the Synhedrin, would assume the 
title as a matter of course. The method of Semicha, or laying on of hands 
is Of ancient origin, and the most general way in which Rabbis are 
created to-day is by a recognised Rabbi conferring the Hattdrath Mord 
after examination, on a student. This Rabbinical Diploma is primarily a 
certificate of knowledge. and in the second stance One of religious titra SS, li 
is Obviously easier to test a man’s intellectual capacity than to read his 
heart and gauge his sincerity. 

Seminary Diplomas. 

“The seminarial diploma is a comparatively modern inuevation, and i 
certain cases is of a very high standard and value. There is, so far as | 
can see, no means of preventing Reform seminaries, notably in America. 
granting the title of Rabbi, and it must be left to | 


public opinion te 
differentiate. 


Some of the continental seminaries attempted to secure a 
written undertaking from applieants for the rabbinical degree that thes 
would not have anything to do with Reform. and I know of several instances 
in which the candidates refused to sign any such undertaking and sought 
their degrees elsewhere. The title of Rabbi may also be earned by congr 
gational selection, but in such cases the congregation itself comprises 
scholars, and the one selected would be well-known as a Talmudic authority. 
This method has its dangers, of course, as involving a variable standard. 
Indeed, it cannot be said that there is any fixed standard, though it is 
generally understood what a Rabbi is required to know. In this count 
the title has been somewhat discounted by the indiscriminate use of it by 
non-Jews, to whom every Jewish minister, even a humble Shochet, is a 
‘Rabbi. I confess I see no solution of the problem as to the rightful 1 
the title.”

SERMON FOR THE WEEK.

What pront hath a wen of all lahows wherem he lahoureth under the 
sun '—Keclesiastes I, 3. 

The cry of dissatisfaction which the text voices is the cry of the ages 
It is universal. Men seek, and seek ever, and do not find. There are all 
sorts and conditions of men and women in the world, but no condition is more 
general than that of dissatisfaction. The things we have loved, the things 
we have gathered and cared for, we are not able to keep. This is the common 
erv of the human heart concerning the things we seek to surround ourselves 
with in the way of companionship, beauty, and comfort. And it is the 
What is more sad than the manner in which 
the romances of youth fade away from all of us?’ At the first 
blush we see all things beautiful, exquisitely fair, full of 
poetry. But. by and by, we are overwhelmed with the hard realities 
of life. we faint under the burden and heat of the day, and, presently, we 
life is worth living: whether, in 
other words, we get enough satisfaction out of life to pay for its dissatis 
factions and disappointments. What a common experience it is to be dis 
appointed in our friends! How many friends ‘do we succeed in keeping 
through all the year that we have lived’ We meet a person who, we think. 
is going to satisfy our idea of a companion and friend, and after a time we 
find that we have been investing him with imaginary qualities, while he 
possesses certain undesirable qualities whose presence we had never sus- 
pected. Such is the experience of all of us, and when it comes to us we 
have mournfully to confess that another dream is over. And the same thing 
is true with regard to the ambitions of life. How many men and women, 
when they arrive at the age of fifty or sixty, can honestly say that the) 
have reached the things which they desired ; have become what they expected 
to become: have done what they set out to do’ Or if they have attained 
their objects, would they not have to confess, if they opened their hearts, 
that success has not anything like the sweetness that they supposed it to have ” 
There is always some ambition which is unsatisfied, some discontent which 
poisons the cup of happiness. “No man,” say the Hebrew Sages, “ leaves 
this world with even half his wishes gratified.” 

And in regard to our ideals. What man or woman ever yet realised one 
half of the dreams which haunt the soul in the hour of its vision % Did 
him (I. Kings, ILL.) setting out upon 
hopes for his own and lis people's 
happiness. And towards the end of that career he comes before us in the 
person of Ecclesiastes, as a bitterly disappointed old man. Though he has 
heen one of the most successful of monarchs, and enjoyed life as it has been 
nevertheless, driven to the mournful 
“all is vanity and vexation of spirit.” And so it 1s with 
seeking of truth. Truth is ever eluding us. We build

up our beautiful system, we have our theory which seems to us 
capable of explaining all our facts, and before we know. it some 
new fact is discovered which is entirely inconsistent with our little 


theory It crumbles and breaks in our hands, and we must go 
to work to construct another, unless we are too old or too tired to 
again lt is not even as if we transmitted our expenence 
to those who come after us. We can only do so to.a very limited extent. 
A father gives his children a little advice, which they rarely follow, because 
children generally have to learn the lesson of life for themselves. So that 
life is nothing more than one tremendous round of the same old experi 
ences, ending in dissatisfaction at last. 

is there no answer to this tremendous indictment of the universe?’ Is 
this all that human life means? Let us see whether--even if this world 
were all- there are not a few things that may be said on the other side. In 
the first place, it behoves us to remember that though the loss of friends and 
possessions and happy experiences causes us pain, the fact that these things 
were once ours ought to be reckoned as a good. It is better to have loved 
and lost than never to have lovedatall. Said Beruriah to her husband, Rabbi 
Meir, whom death had just deprived of their twosous : “ A friend some time 
ago deposited a couple of precious jewels with us. He now demands then 
return. Must we not be thankful that we have had them so long in our keep 
ing’ If we were tocultivate the habit of looking beneath the surface of things 
we should probably find the world growing more wonderful, more poetic, and 
more romantic to us, as we grew older and more responsive to its meaning. 
Again, though we may not be content, and ought not to be content, with 
to-day as a finality, might we not learn to be content with to-day as a step 
towards to-morrow ? Probably we all throw away two-thirds of our happi 
ness through forgetting to enjoy the things that are around us, and keeping 
our eyes for ever fastened on something not yet attained. Let us keep in 
view the not-yet-attained, by all means, but do not let us despise, as we so 
often do, God's gifts of beauty and glory and wonder which lie at our feet as 
‘we are making our pilgirmage over the mountains, and to the land of 
zlory beyond. 

All these considerations may tend to abate somewhat the feeling of dis- 

ontent with our condition which is constantly overtaking us. But evew if 

ihey were allowed their full force, there would still remain enough of dis- 
content and to spare. How are we to explain it, as part of the scheme of 
divine goodness ? The answer is not so difficult as it may seem. We are 
finite beings, growing and advancing in an infinite universe. How would 
it be possible for us to grow and advance unless we became dissatisfied with 
certain conditions, and left them behind us? We are dissatisfied because 
we are haunted by ideals which we cannot realise. Probably that explains 
the present state of restlessness in the world which is causing us so much 
anxiety. The events of the past few years have opened men's eyes to the 
possibility of a fuller and nobler life than they have hitherto reached, and 
they are striving to attain it.

Jews Arrested for Self-Defence.

According to reports that had reached here, the anti-Semitic disturhances 
at Focsani (reported to you last week) have continued. and have spread to 
other Rumanian towns. In Focsani twenty Jews, members of th. ce 
Self Defence Corps, were arrested, Rioting also occurred at Odoln ati asl 
Maraschesti, and anti-Semitic students attacked a number of Jews in the 
trains. Two Jews were thrown out of a train near Munten. and reports are 
to hand of several Jews being branded on the forehead with the “Sw 
sign. The Jews of Focsani have appealed to the King and to the Premie 
for protection. The Government has promised that the guilty parties shall 
be duly punished. 


Poland and its Jewish Population. 


Foreign Minister and Mr. Lucien Wolf. 
WARSAW 


Dr. Reich, the Chairman of the Jewish Parliamentary Party in the Polish 
Sejm, recently questioned the Foreign Minister on the published report to 
the effect that he had assured Mr. Lucien Wolf at Geneva that the position 
of the Jews in Poland was a very satisfactory one. In his reply. the 
Minister said that he had had a very friendly conversation with Mr. Wolt 
If the Polish Jewish leaders adhered to the views expressed by Mr. Wolf. 
he felt confident that relations between the Poles and the Jews would 
improve. He had told Mr. Wolf that although Polish-Jewish relations were 
not very satisfactory, the fault did not lie with the Poles, and that if the 
national minorities were entirely loyal to Polknd they would not need to 
seek aid at Geneva. 

In a further statement, the Minister said t 
Mr. Wolf coincided with those held by the Pofish Government, namely. that 
Jewish grievances in Poland should be resolvy@ internally, without recourse 
to foreign bodies. He had drawn Mr. Wolfs attention to Jewish support 
of the Bolsheviks as a reason for the growth of anti-Semitism. but he felt 
convinced that the history of the Jews in Poland proved there was no 
reason for continued and permanent antagonism between Jews and Poles

Jewish Autonomy in Lithuania. 
— 
A Final Blow. 


The Lithuanian Sejm has adopted, at the third reading, the Bill for the 


. regulation of Jewish Communal life in Lithuania, by which the last vestiges 


of Jewish autonomy rights are abolished. Instead of there being, as hitherto, 
one legally recognised Jewish community linked up with other Jewish 
communities throughout the country into a federation, with the right of 
imposing compulsory .taxation collectable by Government officials for the 
purpose of the upkeep of Jewish communal institutions, there will now be 
under the new law several Jewish communities in any one town without the 
right of imposing such{taxation. This means the death of organised Jewish 
communal life in Lithuania, each dissientient. group or synagogue being 
given the right to break away from the general body of the Jewish popula 
tion and establish itself as a separate community. 

Contributions for the upkeep of the Jewish communities also become 
purely voluntary, and the communities are deprived of their mght of 
compelling any Jew to pay his contributions. 


The Jews in Jugo-Slavia. 
Anti-Semitism Fast Disappearing. 
[From our Correspondent, | BELGRADE. 


The Serbs have taken up a sympathetic attitude towards the Jews in 
regard to the boycott of the latter proclaimed by the Moslems in Bosnia. 
Generally speaking, the anti-Semitic feeling which some time ago was rife 
among the Serbs in Bessarabia, and was directed against Ashkenazi Jews tn 
general, and Hungarian Jews in particular, is fast disappearing.

Two merchants, named Eidener and Nethorn, were seriously injured. The 
police intervened, and were successful in suppressing the rioting and in 
restoring order.

Jewish ; Immigration ‘to Australia. 


Assistance to Immigrants. 

The recent annual meeting of the Sydney Jewish Aid Society devoted 
most of its attention to the question of Jewish immigration to Australia. 
Mr. Aaron Blashki, who presided § said that if, as he hoped, Australia had a 
fair share of Jewish immigrants, he looked to that Society to do its fair 
share of the work in helping them to establish themselves. No country 
had treated Jews better than Australia, and in return her Jewish citizens 
had nobly played their parts. There were far too few Jews in Australia. 
They did not number one half per cent. of the population. Relatively to 
the world population, they should number at least double, and he hoped for 
Australia’s sake, as well as for that of the Jews, that that deficiency would be 


remedied. 
At the annual meeting of the Sir Moses Montefiore Home, Mr. L. M. 


Phillips, who presided, submitted the report, which stated, inter alia, that a 
very serious position had arisen owing to the large number of young men 
arriving in New South Wales who were in need of financial assistance until 
they secured work. That institution was being called upon for a very heavy 
outlay, and the help could be largely extended if more substantial assistance 
were forthcoming. Mr. Harry Lesnie, the Hon. Secretary. said that a serious 
position had arisen, and Sydney Jews had to face it. Men came from abroad, had 
no funds, sometimes no skilled occupations, and were left on the community's 
hands. Thoseimen, if unsuccessful, became demoralised. Rabbi Cohen said 
that the closing of America to large numbers of immigrants had attracted 
young men to Australia who were without capital. That stream was likely 
J. increase in the near future. The influx .would inevitably fall upon the 


Synagogue’s Gift to a Church. 
Dr. de Sola Pool on Religious Tolerance. 


The Shearith Israel Congregation. of New York, has presented a flag to 
Grace Episcopal Church, of the same city. In the course of his address on 
the occasion of the presentation, the Rev Dr. David de Sola Pool, spiritual 
leader of the congregation, said that that ceremony of goodwill between 
rm presentatives of different religions was tar from being unexampled. There 
had been Many OCCUSIONS On whi h and church had co-operated. 
The first Lutheran community that had settled in New York had been small 
it} numbers and it had only been through the co operation of that sturdy, 
patriotic Jewish citizen, Asser Levy. that the little band of Lutherans had 
obtained the funds required to erect the first church. Nearly half a century 
later, in 1711, members of that svnagogue had made substantial contributions 
towards the fund for building the steeple of Trinity Church. On the other 
side of the picture, they might recall that three quarters of a century later, 
Benjamin Franklin, David Rittenhouse. and other Christians had contributed 
towards building the first SViiagogue in Philadelphia. The oift of the flay 
svmbolised that the traditional svnagogue and the traditional church could 
and must cach scrupulously respect the other's religious integrity. ‘Their 
religious denominations, for all their historical diversity, were yet one and 
indivisible in their service to their native land. Church and Synagague alike 
must lay aside narrow sectarian prejudice and divisive denominational 
proselytism, and must work hand in hand to build human character through 
that moral and religious idealism which they shared in common. 


Federation of Ukrainian Jews. 
_ The Appeal for Matzoth. 
In consequence of the recent strike in the printing trade, the appeal 
for Matzoth for the Ukraine. launched by the Federation, was delayed 


several days. The appeal, which has already been circulated to_ the 


community, includes a letter from Dr. D. Jochelman gnd a message from 
the Chief Rabbi. as well as extracts from applications for Matzoth from the 
Jewish communities in Kieff, Krisopol, Novoukrainka, Fastov, and Nikolaev. 
Arrangements have been made with the bankers that all monies will be 
forwarded by cable to the Ukraine, so that they may, reach the suffering 
Jewish communities prior to the festival 

The Jewish community in Alexandria, in response to the appeal for 
Matzoth. has forwarded to the Federation the sum of £200.

The British Government and the Mandate. 


From Mr. Coleman P. Hyman. 


To the Editor of Ture Jewtsu CHRONICLE. 


Six,—In the course of your article in your issue of the 20th ult. on 
* The British Government and the Mandate.” you state that “there were 
other countries wishful of occupying the position England does in Palestine.” 

That this statement applies to France is well known to many, as is th 
fact that " the strategic value” of the land in the eves of the French nativ: 
has been long appreciated. The subject has been referred to in many works 
at various periods, and may be found concisely summarised in Lord 
Rosebery’s “ Napoleon : the Last Phase.” 

There are, however, various points that merit consideration in this 
connection. The people of Palestine, hke the people of S\ ria (the majority 
of the population in each case) had no desire to be subjected to a Mandate 
Many of those who were serving with the Egyptian Expeditionary 
Force, particularly in extra-regimental capacities, were able to gather 
opinions on such matters, and they well know that the peoples of 
both Syria and Palestine, while opposed to any foreign domination, had a 
decided preference for England if the inevitable had to be endured. 

So far as Zionism is concerned, I, for my part, gained, and I rétain. the 
impression that the political Zionist would have had no possible chance. 
whatever had France heen selected as the Mandatory Power in Palestine 
and I state this as the result of observation and enquiry ii many directions 
Que imstance I desire to mention, as it may be interesting. It is one of the 
feathers that proved how the wind blew. On a certain date. when on active 
service, | had occasion to call upon a French Base-Commandant. While 
waiting to see that gentleman I was given a seat near a trestle table upon 
which an illustrated paper was in. use as a writing pad. Opened out as it 
was I noticed that it displaved a double-page view of Jerusalem, and I asked 
permission to look at it. Ihave it now, bearing the Commandant’s office 
stump. It isa copy of a periodical published by the French (at Corbeil) 
for the purpose of propaganda. [We had something similar for circuls 
tion in India and other parts of the East.] The double-page view o| 
Jerusalem and the entire inner sheet, bearing six views, are described briefl) 
in ten languages, including English, Italian, Arabic, Hindustani, Japanes: 
Spanish. and Greek. I asked a Staff Captain why Hebrew had not beer 
included. His reply distinctly implied that the Jewish question was of no 
importance. 

I fully beheve then, that if the Mandate had been assigned to 
France there would not have been any Zionist trouble. to-day, for th 
simple reason that the Movement, with political objects, never would hav: 
been countenanced by the French Government, and there never would hav: 
been a Jewish Agency as at present constituted and controlled arrogantly a- 
it is by political Zionists. 

You remark that “ there is no gratitude in politics.” This appears ty 
recognise the fact that the Declaration ascribed to that cultured, profoun: 
and delightful dreamer, now Lord Balfour, was intended to be little mor 
than a move upon the chess-board of International politics, made to check 
another player. Aud so Lord Balfour was made the medium for the publica 
tion of a document somewhat ambiguous in terms and likely to promote the 
development of complications entailing trouble for generations. I venture 
the opinion that this will be recognised by many willing impartially to 
review the situation. 3 

You are now impelled to refer to * the ineptitude and political cowardice 
of Dr. Weizmann and his colleagues.” However that may be, and irre 
spective of the claims or merits of political Zionism. there can be little 
doubt that had the Zionist Movement been conducted with moderation and 
without so much drum-beating, the enmity of the Arabs would not have 
been aroused. So many prominent Zionists possess brains without ballast. 
ability without discipline, and ambition without discretion. 

There is one other matter to which I hope you will permit me to refer. 
It appears to be a further instance of the fallacies of Zionism. and occurs 
upon another page in your issue of the 20th ult. A paragraph refers to the 
departure from New York of “ the first liner to fly the Zionist Flag.’ 
Probably this refers to the so-called Magen Darid, and I should be glad to 
learn whether any flag bearing this emblem has been included in the 
International Mercantile or the Admiralty Codes. If not, a vessel displaying 
it without a protecting ensign may encounter as much trouble as if 
she were sailing under the ‘ Jolly Roger” of the old-time pirate.

The Board had 
continued its previous policy of making grants for businesss purposes. .The 
expenditure for the year totalled £5,533, while the sum received as annual 
subscriptions was totally inadequate. He thanked the Portuguese community 
lor their voluntary CANVASS, which yielded a anbstantial addition to the 
funds. He regretted the loss of the services of Col. S. L. Mandeiberg, who 
had left Manchester, and who had acted as Vice-President for fifteen years. 
He congratulated Mr. S. Finburgh on having attained the honour of MLP., 
the first member of the Board to obtain that distinction, The Public 
Board of Guardians had increased its annual grant to £1,500, mainly through 
the efforts of Mrs. Nathan Laski. They were disappointed that the Salford 
Guardians weré in no way generous in granting relief. The - concert 
held the previous Sunday at the Hippodrome in aid of the Board 
had realised £700. Through the energetic services of Mr. Morris Laski, 
about £250 had been received as special contributions. Their thanks were 
due to Mr. Laski for his effort. The Chairman proposed a vote of thanks 
to Mrs. Quas Cohen and to Messrs. Ellinger and Hes, for their services ta 
connection with the concert. He also paid a tribute to Mr. I. Ephraim, the 
Clerk, for his services. 

Mr. Nathag Laski, J.P., in seconding the motion, said that there was 2 
wave of anti-Semitism in the country which was in no way justifiable. The 
figures with regard to the arrival of aliens in England during recent years 
were absolutely untrue, as since 1908 there had been no increase of aliens at 
all.

Committee for Jewish Education and Text Books, 


From Mr. Herbert M. Adier, M.A. 
(Divector of Jewish EKdueation). 


To the Editor of Tur Jewisu Curonicie. 


Sirn,—As I am responsible for the list of text books printed in the 
appendix to the last annual report of the Central Committee for Jewish 
Education, I fee! it necessary toreply briefly to the Rey. S. Bloch’s criticiany. 
Your correspondent has fastened upon a series of history manuals by the 
Rev. M. Harris, entitled: “The People of the Book,” “ One Thousand Years 
of Jewish History,” ete. ‘These volumes. have had considerable vogue in 
this country, and many teachers of experience have spoken highly of thew. 
They are hked because of the simplicity of the arrangement and chronology, 
us well as for the maps and illustrations, and for the test questions which 
are appended to each chapter. It is a mere travesty to suggest that they are 
tilled with matter obnoxieus to traditional Judaism. To the overwhelming 
bulk of their contents no pessible objection could be taken. It is tru, 
nevertheless, that here and there through the volumes passages do ocew 
which evinee a certain antipathy to the Rabbinical developments of our 
religion. When my attention was called to the matter, I came to the coy- 
clusion that it was inadvisable that the books should be put into the hands of 
children. Obviously one does not want to: ineur the least risk of unsettling 
their minds, or of allowing them to read anything disparaging of the 
orthodox presentation of our religion which is inculeated in our schools and 
classes. In the subsequent lists which have been circulated, therefore, a 
note has been made against these books signifying’ that they are for the 
teacher's use. Clearly, the same considerations do not apply where a book 
is read by a teacher, and there ‘seems to be no valid reason why he should 
he debarred from obtaining the practical assistance which the volumes 
afford him. 

I would add that many ef us have long felt the need for a better text- 
book of Scripture History than now exists, Some time ago | brought the 
matter to the notice of the Central Committee, and one of our most experi- 
enced ministers, with great public spirit, undertodk himself to prepare such a 
book, and I believe that he has made considerable: headway with it.

Modern Jewish Epitaphs. 
To the Editor of Tur Jewisa 

Sir,—One does not turn to agenda papers of our communal institutions 
f..v glimpses of the pathetic or the humorous. The agenda paper of next 
‘Thursday's meeting of the Council of the United Synagogue, however, con 
tains au item which is at once pathetic and humorous. 

The attention of the Burial Committee has been called to what has 
beon apparent for years to all who have visited our cemeteries, viz., that 
Hebrew inscriptions on tombstones are becoming increasingly rarc. This 
is, of course, pathetic, as it is symptomatic of the loss of Jewish conscious: 
ness on the part of our Jewish people. This lapse must be retrieved. We 
must be made to appear more Jewish than we are, aud our tombstones are 
in future to bear testimony to our love for our Hebrew language. in which 
our Scriptures were writen and our prayers are still uttered. It is a piows 
aspiration. The aspiration is to be realised by imposing upon oug stone- 
masons the responsibility of prefacing our English inscriptions with the 
Hebrew initial letters *6°D or °3°B as may be applicable, or adding the initial 
letters 

This is humorous enough, but the result is likely to be grotesque if 
the selection of the alternative is left with the stonemasons, who may 
be rélied upon to satisfy the condition imposed upon them by prefacing 
the English inscription with the two Hebrew letters rather than by 
addiug thereto the more appropriate five letters. Their choice of 
method of testifying to our Jewishness is to be further enlarged 
tiy thus having to decide as to the applicability of °S*B or °B. The 
simplest tyro in Hebraics of course knows that the words for which the 
alternative initials stand are identical in meaning and are interchangeable. 
Surely the Tréasurers of the Burial Society should come to the help of the 
stonemasons and decide which letters in their opinion convey a greater 
indication of the Jewishness of our generation. Or perhaps they may be 
inclined to agree with your correspondent that the new regulation issued in 
their name is enough to make the dead laugh.

Sin, —With reference to the annual mecting of the Manchesier Victoria 
Memorial Jewish Hospital —a report of which appeared in your issue of last 
week, I wish to make it clear that, on the Chairman's intimation that he 
would be pleased to answer any questions on the report, I merely rose to 
inquire whether, having regard to the fact that on page 12 of the report the 
hospital is described as “ un-sectarian in character,’ the constitutional status 
of the hospital had been altered, as I had always understood it to have been 
founded as a Jewish Hospital and consequently “sectarian in character.” 

Before putting this question I most emphatically declared that not only 
had I no objection to Gentile patients being admitted, but, like the Chair- 
man, I was pleased with the fact that as a Jewish hospital we were able to 
give relief to 80 many non-Jewish fellow -citizens.

REPORT BY DIRECTOR OF JEWISH EDUCATION, 
Mr. Herbert M. Adler, M.A., who recently visited the School in Coase r- 
cial Street, has issued his report of the work earried on there. The repo:t 
states: 


There are 59 children on the rol! and there are twelve classes. There 
is a carefully framed syllabus, showing im detail the Hebrew words ta 
be tanght and the Bible stories to be recounted. The children are assembled 
for prayer in the mornings in two sections. The headmistress, Miss 
Rose Solomon, conducts a service every day. I was particularly struck 
in Misa R. Levine's class, by the manner in which the memorisation of 
words was linked up with the teaching that had been given abont the 
Bible and our religion. Ithink that the children might well be tatght short 
morning and niwht prayers to be eaidintheir homes. I saw something also of the 
secular work, including reading, singing. dancing, modelling, and bead-work, I 
was particularly impressed with the excellence of the hand-writing. The sehoo? 
can be envied for its tone. The atmosphere is that of a happy and well-revulated 
home. The children are contentedly busy, and their capacities are develops! 
without any strain. Their accent, both in English and in Hebrew, strikes the ea- 
leasantly. The infinence of the headmistress pervades the achool aml che «4

NEGOTIATIONS FOR ITS PURCHASE AS SPORTS GROUND. 

The Ealing and Acton Town Councils have been for some time in 
negotiation with members of the Rothschild Family for the purchase of 
Gunnersbury Park, the estate of Mrs. Leopold de Rothschild, in order to 
acquire it for-the public as pleasure gardens and a sports ground. The 
purchase price is said to be about £750,000. A meeting of the above-named 
Councils was held on Monday, when it was decided to make an offer for the 
estate. While the sum to be jointly offered by the two Councils has nos 
been divulged, it is far short of the amount suggested. Gunnersbary Park 
has been in the possession of the Rothschilds since the middle of last century. 
The late King Edward used to be a frequent visitor there. It contains tyo 
mansion houses, lodges, farm buildings, a polo field, three small lakes, a 
swimming bath, and large gardens. There is room for a golf course, footba!! 
and cricket grounds, and tennis courts, ete.

inteliigent Jewish Children. 

Jewish children are specially referred to in the report just issued of the 
London Elementary Education Sub-Committee dealing with the Metropolis 
North of the Thames. These children live mainly in East London, and the 
report states : 

“They do not, with rare exceptions, show the usual characteristics of 
the slum child. They are well-grown, well-fed, well-clothed, and intelligent 
children, and, age for age, are in intellectual advance of Christian children of 
the same social class.” 

“It should be reniembered, however,” it is added, ." that Jewish mothers, 
with rare exceptions, do not ‘go out to work.’ The Jewish girls, are, however, 
in rational faculties declared to be at a further distance below Jewish boys 
than are Christian girls below Christian boys; the sexes appear, intellectually, 
more differentiated.”

St. Augustine’s School, Kilburn. 
From Mr. J. M. Duparc. 
To the Editor of Tue Jewisu CHRONICLE. 


Sir,—I desire to bring to the notice of your readers the fact that 
Mr. Harold S. Nairn is retiring from the headmastership of St. Augustine's, 
‘Kilburn. 

He came to St. Augustine's in 1882, and was appointed its headmaster 
in 1890. Although it was a “ Church School” when I knew it, it had many 
Jewish pupils from North-West London. Being a “ Church School," there 
was, daily, religious instruction and attendance at prayers. Mr. Nairn felt 
it his duty to see that his Jewish charges also had daily religious instraction 
and prayers. Hence, with the co-operation of Mr. D. A. Levy, he started 
Jewish classes at this “Church School,” and, if I remember correctly, we 
had one hour’s Hebrew and religious instruction each morning. 

Mr. Nairn’s long continued and valuable service (practically his whole life's 
work) in a sphere which gives scope for influencing the lives of successive 
generations, has aroused a desire among his older friends to offer him on his 
retirement some token of their appreciation. Those. whose connection with 
St. Augustine's belongs to a more recent date, or whose personal know ledge 
of Mr. Nairn and his work is of a less intimate character, will also doubtless 
welcome the opportunity of sharing in the Testimonial Fund. :

The Mavromatis Claim. 


HAGUE COURT'S DECISION. 


CONCESSIONS UPHELD. 


The sixth Extraordinary Session of the Permanent Court of Inier- 
sational Justice at The Hague delivered judgment, on Thursday in last 


week, in the claim, relative to the Mavromatis Jerusalem Concess%ons, 


brought by the Government of the Greek Republic against the British 
Government. The Greek Government submitted to the Court a suit arising 
out of the alleged refusal on the part of the Government of Palestine, and 
conseqnerthy, also, on the part of His Britannic Majesty's ernment, 2 us 
capaety as Mandatory Power for Palestine, since the year ret, to recognise 
t their full extent the rights acquired by Mr. Mavromatis, a Greek subject, 
under eoutraets and agreements concluded by him with the Ottoman authori - 
ties, jn regard to concessions for certain public works to be constructed mm 
Palesiine. The application concluded with a request that the Government 
of His Britannie Majesty should make reparation for the conseqnent loss 
mneurred hy the said Greek subject, estimated at £294,399, together with 
interest at six per cent. as from Jaly 20th, 1925. 

In ihe course of the hearing, which lasted from February 10th to 14th, 
inelusive. the Court heard the statements and replies of counsel for the 
reapectise parties, namely, Mr. Politis, Greek Minister in Paris, and Mr. 
Purchase, barrister-at-law, for the Greek Government, and Sir Douglas 
Ifegy, the Attorney-General, for His Britannic Majesty's Government, 

His Britannic Majesty's Government raised an objection to the (Court's 
jurisdiction ; the Court, therefore had, in the first place, to give judgment 
on this preliminary question, and, in the judgment of August 30th, 1924, 16 
reserved the suit, in so far as the Jerusalem concessions were concerned, for 
judgment on the merits. 

The British Government. subnutted in the counter‘case that Mr. 
Mayromatis’ Jerusalem Concessions were invalid, It based this coutention 
on the fact that Mr. Mavromatis was referred to in both Coneessions as an 
Pitoman subject, whereas his real and only nationality was Greek, and had 
been recognised to. be so by both parties. In the contention of the British 
(fovernment, it followed that the concessions were granted in error and, con- 
TIC that they were not valid. 

It was not contended by the respondent that the Ottoman anthorities 
eyer treated the Jernsalem Coacessions as null, or that they took any steps 
to annul them; on the contrary, the validity of the contracts was taken for 
wranted in all that passed between the authorities and Mr, Mavromatis after 
the grant of the concessions. In these circumstances, the Court considered 
that it was for the respondent to prove that the Concessions were not valid. 
The respondent had confined himself to putting forward arguments in favour 
of the contention that the Otteman authorities might have considered Mr. 
Mavromates’ Ottoman nationality as a condition upon which the grant of 
the concession was dependent, bat no proof that such was actually tho 
etandpoint of these authorities had been produced. The contention of the 
respondent in regard to this point therefore failed through lack of evidence 
to support it. 

The Court equally arrived at the conclusion that the Mavromatis Con- 
cessions must be regarded as valid. The provision to the effect that Palestine 
was subrogated as regards the rights and obligations of Turkey towards the 
nationals of contracting Powers other than Turkey, who were beneficiaries 
under the concessionary contracts entered into with the Ottoman authorities 
before October 29th, 1914, was applicable to Mr. Mavromatis’ coneessions. 

The British Government recognised that the rights which the High 
Commissioner undertook, by the agreement of September 2ist, 1921, to grant 
in certain circumstances to Mr. Rutenberg, partly overlapped the rights 
derived by Mr. Mavromatis from his concessions for the supply of electricity 
at Jerusalem. ‘That Government, however, contended that under Article 29 
of the conditions attached to that agreement, Mr. Rutenberg was under an 
obligauion to respect Mr. Mavromatis’ rights, in so far as Mr. Ratenbery did 
not make use of the. option accorded him under that Article to request. the 
High Commissioner to annul,on payment of compensation, any rights which 
might conflict with those embodied in the concession promised to Mr. 
Rutenberg. 

The Court was of opinion that though the possibility of expropriating 
Mr, Mavromatis’ concessions or of ceding them to Mr. Rutenberg had been 
considered, this was only one suggestion among several made with a view to 
a friendly settlement of the question. No decision appeared to have been 
taken. Furthermore, the British Government had now definitely decided 
not to expropriate Mr. Mavromatis’ concessions. 

The Court considered that even if the clause in Article 29 of the 
couditions of Mr. Rutenberg’s concessions was to be regarded as contrary to 
the Mandatory’s International obligations, that clause had not in fact either 
fed to the expropriation or annulment of Mr. Mavromatis’ concessions, or 
caused him any loss which might jnstify a claim on his behalf for compe 
tion in the present proceedings. 

‘The Court was of opinion that the concessions granted to Mr. 
Mayromatis at Jerusalem came within the scope of Article 4 of Protocol 


XAT, and that the beneficiary was entitled to claim that they should .bo 
brought into conformity with the new economic conditions by means of re- 
adaptation. Nevertheless, only the parties themselves, and subsidiarily. the 
experts appointed in accordance with Article 5 of the Protocol, could 
proceed to undertake the \arious operations of the provess Of re-adaptaton, 


The Judgment. 


The Court gave judgment as follows: 

1. That the concessions granted to Mr. Mavromatis under the 
agreement signed on January 27th, 1914, between him and the City of 
Jerusalem regarding certain works to be carried out at Jerusalem are 
valid ; 
That the existence for a certain space of time, of a right on the 
part of Mr, Rutenberg to require the annulment of the aforesaid coh - 
cessions of Mr. Mavromatis was not in conformity with the international 
obligations accepted by the Mandatary for Patestine ; 

That no loss to Mr. Mavromatis, resulting from this cireumstanee, 
has heen proved ; 

That therefore the Greek Government's chim for an indemnity 
must be dismissed. 

2 That Article 4 of the Protocol signed at Lausanne on July 23rd, 
1924, concerning certain concessions granted in the Ottoman Empire is 
applicable to the above mentioned concessions granted to Mr. Mavromatis. 


Effect of the Decision. 


Ti is pointed out that the practical effect of the decision of The Hague 
Court will only be to delay Mr. Rutenberg’s plans regarding Jerusalep:. 
Mr. Mavromatis now has the choice of proceeding with his concessions, of 
coming to terms with Mr. Rutenberg, or of withdrawing from the fiel?. 
The first contingency is regarded as unlikely, since the nature of the 
concessions renders it impossible to work them without ineurring heavy loss, 

In an interview with a representative of the Jewish Telegraphic 
Aweney, Mr. Rutenberg expressed his satisfaction with the decision. “tir 
consequence of the straggling nature of the city of Jerusalem,” he says, 
“and the rocky character of its ground, the cost of the Distribution Systen, 
in comparison with the expected consumption, would be extremely heavy. 
As a business proposition Jerusalem presents, therefore, no attraction 
whatsoever, and should our Corporation have to carry out the Jerusalens 
Works the anticipated losses would have to be borne by the profitable Jaffa 
and Haifa District Installations. 

“Our Corporation was keen on carrying out the Jerusalem plant for 
reasons other than those of business, and we were prepared to pay My. 
Mavromatisa reasonable amount im consideration for his abandoning his claims, 
bnt his exorbitant demand for compensation of £125,000, could not possibly 
be entertained, as this amourt would ultimately have to be recovered from 
the poor Jerusalem population in the form of unreasonably high rates for 
energy supplied. We, therefore, informed the Government early last year 
that we would raise no objection to Mr, Mavromatis carrying out the 
Jerusalem Installation. 

“Mr. Mavromatis did not seck from the Hague Tribunal so much the 
recoguition of the validity of his Concession, which indeed was not disputed 
by the Government as the award of a heavy compensation for an imaginary 
loss. Such compensation has not been awarded to him by the Hague 
Tribunal. Mr. Mavromatis is now confronted with carrying out the work 
under conditions which are rendered still more unfavourable by the fact 
that the demand for electric energy of a great part of important consumers 
is now already satisfied by private installations of their own.” 


Home Oifice and Alien Bankrupts.—. On Monday last at the Liverpool 
Bankruptey Court, Mr. E. DD. Symon, the Official Receiver, said that the 
Home Secretary had informed the Board of Trade that in cases where a 
registrar in bankruptcy deemed it advisable to recommend it he woul} 
seriously consider the deportation of an offending alien. Mr. Nield, the 
Registrar, said that some of the aliens, notably from Russia, abused the 
credit system, which was a necessity in British commerce. By some strange + ‘ 
instinct they evaded bankruptey offences and appeared in court with 
liabilities of thousands of pounds and assets mostly wi/. The usual course 
of adjourning the public examination sine die was quite futile, because the 
hankrupt had already arranged for his business to be carried on as usual in 
the name of his wife or some other relative. They had had no fewer than 
six members of one family in sequence. The fact that deportation was 
possible would be a strong deterrent to these family arrangements to evade 
payment of liabilities. Mr. Nield added that in cases of this nature coming 
before him, where he thought a man should be deported he would certainly 
make the recommendation, 


Sequel to Arrest.—Mr. Justice Talbot and a common jury in the 
King’s Bench Division on Friday heard a claim for damages for alleged? 
malicious prosecution brought by Louis Mayer, 25, of Hamilton Road, West 
Kaling, against Mme. Gitserre milliner and dressmaker 
New Bond Street. The plaintiff's case was that in 1923, he had an arrangerhenit 
with Mme. Labolle under which he used to let her have dresses and blouses 
on sale or return, while she allowed him to have dresses, éetc., on sale or 
return. ‘Being in temporary difficulties he asked Mme. Labolle to let one 
transaction to be of confra account, or that he should be allowed a little

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longer to pay. On July 18th last, Mme. Labolle procured a warrant for his 
arrest on the ground that he had misappropriated moneys due to her. When 
the case came before the magistrate he stopped it after the cross-cxamination 
of Mme. Labolle, saying that it was acivil debt. Mayer had since paid for the 
goods. The defence of Mme. Labolle was a denial that she acted malicions! 
or without reasonable or probable cause. The jury found in favour of the 
defendant, for whom judgment was accordingly entered, with costs. 


Divorce Decree Against Mr. Leon Lion.—In the Divorce Court. on 
‘Tuesday, Mr. Justice Swift granted a decree wisi to Mrs. Karurers 
(recienton Lion, of Hurst Lodge, New Bushey, Herts, on the ground of 
the misconduct of her husband, Mr. Leon Marks Lion, theatrical manager. 
who did not defend. Answering Mr. Victor Russell, Mrs. Lion said she 
vas married on April 16th, 1907, and she lived happily with her husband 
until last year, when he began to stay away from home. Tn July, 1924, whey 
she spoke about this he got into a temper and left her. In September las: 
he wrote to her acknowledging his guilt. Evidence was called, and a decre: 
nee? pronounced. 

Claim for Loss of Jewellery.—[» the King's Bench Division. last 
Vriday, the hearing was continued of an action brought by Messrs. Landsberg. 
and Son, Jewellers, of Hatton Garden, against Mr. A. Burns, a Lloyd's 
Underwriter, in connection with the loss of certain jewellery. Defendan! 
denied liability. Mr. Stuart Bevan, K.C., for. the defence, said that the 
value of the goods lost in respect of which the claim was made was in execes 
of their true value. The question was whether they were worth £14.300, or 
something less. Another point was that whether the true valuc of the goods 
under the conditions of the policy, he wasirelieved of all liability im respect 
of the claim, because of the statement in the proposal form that the average 
value of the stock carried in the preceeding twelve months was £25.00 1h 
nene of the depreciation allowed for the years 1919, 120) and 121, was 
mstified, the steck the plainiiffs were carrying at the material 
dates was in the nei¢hbourhood of £56,000. With regard to the 
charge of fraud raised in the defence. the underwriters were advised 
that there was no justification for the enormous depreciation in the 
above-named years. After further evidence had been given by accountants 
and insurance brokers, Counsel had a consultation, and it was announced that 
a settiement had been reached. Mr. Jowitt, K.C.. for the plaintiffs, said 
ihat it had beew agreed that plaintiffs should receive £10,000 and costs 
‘The underwriters were perfectly justified in the circumstances in having the 
matter gone into in the way they had. It had obviously made a great 
difference to their attitude when they had seen that all the Messrs Lands 
berg were perfectly honest men. There was no reflection whatever upon 
any person in the case on either side or on the reliability of Lloyd's under- 
writers or the value of a Lloyd's policy. Mr. Stuart Bevan said the under- 
writers had to maintain not only their own interests but the interests of 
those who effected insurances with them. In the circumstances the under- 
writers were content, and he withdrew every suggestion of impropriety of 
conduct against Mr. Landsberg, his sons and brother, and staff. Mr. Justice 
Shearman said he thought the parties had arrived at a perfectly just and 
proper settlement. When one had a case like that it was a pleasure. He was 
very glad the parties had settled. There would be judgment for plaintiffs 
for £10,000 and costs. 


Eg¢ Importer's Claim Against Dairy. Ai the Clerkenwell County 
Court last Monday, Gabriel Simon Wynbergen. egg importer, of Baches 
Street, City Road, brought an action against the Exrrrss Dairy Co., Lirp., 
of Tavistock Place, claiming £61 for eggs sold and delivered. Damages for 
alleged breach of contract were also claimed. It was stated that in October 
plaintiff received a large number of cases of eggs from Holland and supplied 
thirteen cases to the defendants. The eggs were described as “ best 
Dutch.” The defendants subsequently complained that the eges were not 
satisfactory ; they used two cases, and returned the remainder. Judge Parfitt 
gave judgment for the plaintiff, and intimated that he would give his reasous 
in writtog. .

Acquittal.—No evidence was offered by the prosecution at the Old 
Gailey, on Friday, against Danivt Rewak, motor-van driver, charged with 
the manslaughter of Alexander Myers, who was knocked down and killed by 
Rebak’s van. The jury, under the direction of the judge, found defendant 
not guilty, and he was discharged. 

The Dublin Murder: Counsels Statemeat.—OQn Thursday of last 
week, at the Dublin Central Criminal Court, Raten Larrayx, a motor 
mechanic, pleaded “ not guilty ” to the charge of murdering Ernest Kahn in 
Dublin sixteen months ago. Counsel for the prosecution said that Kahn and 
a friend named Millar after leaving a Jewish club were confronted by two 
men who asked them their religion. They replied that they were Jews, 
whereupon the men remarked, “Gio home to hell out of this.” As Bahn 
and Millar were moving away they were shot at several times, Kahn being 
seriously and Millar slightly wounded. In identifying accused after 
his arrest. Millar said “ You are the man, your face has haunted me since that 
night.” The accused admitted everything, except that he was the man vi ho 
fired the shot. He said that he much resembled his brother, and that it was 
n case of mistaken identity. His brother had gone abroad, and was not to 
he found. Counsel. continuing, said: “ Why was this crime committed ? 
What was the motive ? I will set it down in one word —-blood-lust, the 
passion for murder that has seized upon certain people in this country, \ ho 
want a stimulant from time to time to keep them going. There are 
people among us wearing uniforms who regard human life as of little value,

No religions system has laid so much stress on liberty as our own, 
and at ts as the Festival of Freedom that’ Passover retains its prane 
significance.
